10.— The iiew.s 
was unnouiieed today tlinl tlie Western 
Oil and Coal Com]iany, or \'uncoiiver, 
had struck oil iu paying (luantities in 
their well in soittliern Alherla, near the 
South Kootenay pa.ss of tlie Rocky 
Jlounfuins, thus justifying its long 
search for the precious iluid. As the 
result of the strake the stock has ad- 
vanced from 12 1-2 to 25 cents. The 
company havo now dug three wells aud 
are positive of striking oil on tho second 
and third. The first showing of oil in 
the will was from i;.iO to VSV feet. The 
next showing was from -}40 to -1-18 feet. 
-Tho next from lO-l.'! to 1073 feet, ami 
the next at 1300 feet. The well is l-i'.Xi 
feet in depth :ind has been plugged 
pending operatioii.s on tlie oilier wells 
where stratus of oil have already been 
struck. The aggregate How of the well 
was 13 barrels a day. This is n fine 
showing eonsi<Ieriug that the oil wells 
in Laiubtoa^couatrj-, near d'etiolea. Out,, 
do not areirage rover two or tbree bar- 
rels a month. A(:coitiing to the regula- 
tions of the government, no siugle com- 
pany can take up . more than oue pros- 
pect of three square miles 'unless they 
demon.^lnite they have struck oil in pay- 
ing (luantities. The goverunieut has ex- 
pressed itself as -satisfied that the Van- 
couver company lias a paying oil well, 
and tlie (.tnniiauy Ims liueii peniiitled to 
take uji two niiiru sections of three 
siiuare mik.s each. J. 11. Ferguson, 
the secretary iiml promoler of the ciuii- 
pany, is being cougral ulaleil on nil .-.iides 
over the sui'cess of his ei:lerprise. .Single 
handed he t'ou^iit agains; miiuli opposi- 
tion, and after niiuiy reverses has won 
!i dividend payer out of the ground for 
tliose who stuck to him aud backed 
up their faith with their money. It is 
only a question of time when the com- 
pauy, by sinking a iiumhcr of wells, will 
be able to produce several hundred bar- 
rels a day. 

This jirophecy is reasonable, as tho 
Uoeky Mountain Development Conipniiy, 
of t'algary, ami the American com- 
pany just across tlie border, hotli oper- 
ating near the \'aiicouver oonipnny's 
licid, have .struck oil in iiiiying (luanti- 
ties. Tho story of the find of oil iu 
Alberta county .bus been published, but 
will beiir repetition. 

In 1,S8S one, WiHinm Aldricli. a Mor- 
mon settler frmn Cnrdstoii, was inform- 
ed by r. hunt or of the existence of oil 
in the pa.ss at the headwaters of Coal 
Oil creek. Aldrich iurcstigatcd the 
ground for himself and pushed Lis way 
up to the foothills and located on sec- 
tion 20, .towuship 1, range 80, west of 
the 4tli meridian. Here for throe years 
he made a living for himself and family 
out of surface petroleum ohtaincil by 
the following very crude iiietlnxl: 

■.'\n excavation about (i feet and 40 
feet long was umdo into tlio bank of 
the creek. Tiie sand, which was salur- 
ated with oil, was tliroM-n into this 
sluicebox and water sullicieiit to wash 
the oil clear from the sand was turued 
<ui, the oil and water then running 
through the box into a tank at tlie 
lower end, the oil lloatiug on th( sur- 
face of the water. It was then collected 
by moans of guniiy-.sacks thrown on the 
surface of the water. These gunn.v- 
sacks absorbed the oil, which was then 
stripped off an pails by hiiud aud boiled 
(biwn to evaporate the smull (luantity 
ot water and thicken the oil, when it 
was ready for market, liy this priinitivo 
method he was enabled to collect 40 to 
no gallons of oil per day, and also to 
find a ready ninrket tVu' lii.s product 
with his co-reiigiouisis, wlio were 
liirmers and ranchers in and about 
Cardston, who used it for lubricating 
imrposes and readily paid a dollar a 
gallon for it. It is on this isection '2!) 
that camp 1 of this coiiipaiiy is locatetl. 

It is uiidor.stood that the re-jiort of 
Dr. Ellis, government geological .sur- 
veyor, regurdiijg the value of mineral 
di'iiosits ill Nictda valley anil Similka- 
iiieen will be very I'avorahle. 

Dr. Kllis lia.s not iufornied any own- 
ers of mineral properties regarding the 
value of any one elses property, but to 
seme of till! owners tlicmselves he Ims 
given his opinion as to tlie value of their 
individual , pioiicrt}', -and in every dn- 
stnnce tliisV- favorable report has been 
even more' favorable than would have 
been anticipated, by tho owner.s. For 
instance, in the Diaoraond Vale pro- 
perty, the owners knew they had five 
.seams in one section of good bituminous 
coal, and were under the impression 
that they might have two more seams. 
Dr. Ellis states that in le.-ility there 
lire seven seams and tlie'ili|> of the 
coal is such that they are ou.sily work- 
ed, and furthermore, tliat the coal is of 
an excellent quality. 

Dr. Ellis also "stated, generally, that 
he found in his cxaminatioa bituminous 
coal that wiis nn good in (lualily as any 
on the Pacific^ coast, ami which woidd 
make exc(?lleiit coking coal.

According to these figures it will bo 
observe<l that this coal C-Koels the roiin- 
sylvaniu article. What , particularly at- 
tracted the attention was the total ab- 
sence of rock, and in burning there is 
practically no smoke, l)ut a blue bla/.e. 
A test was made in an ordinary coal 
stove, it beJiig filled witli coal, wliieh 
burned for 71 hours. Upon investiga- 
tion they found only a small amount of 
wbite-ishcs, .-without any signs of clink- 
ers. The coal ignites easily, and from 
their experiejiee in burning it they feel 
satisfied the coal excels the well-known 
l"ennsvlvania coal. 

The advantage of working this mine 
is a great consideration. In driving the 
Jirst tunnel at right angles to the strike, 
the average dip being about 50 degrees, 
it will cut the first voin at about 100 
leet, and from then vein after vein at 
vour pleasure. They ran chambers to 
right 4Uid left of main tunnel, which 
has a rise of sis inches an every 100 feet 
whereby practically no machinery is re- 
quired for taking water out of the mine.

Since then ho has 
been .seaix-dung for the mother lode. 
Arriving at Okotoks in August, 1002, 
lie drove out west, and after exploring 
the mountains he at last discovered the 
real thing, i'roducing samples, he got 
I'at Burns greatly interested, with the 
result that the latter paid out to the 
government $320,000 for the 10,000 odd 
S'lieres of coal land which he now pos- 
-seBSCS. Mr. Burns is highly elated with 
his pnrcliase, and is of the opinion that 
it will develop into the largest mining 
. camp ill the Dominion. lOf late that 
gentlemen has examinetl the ground 
' on several occasions, r.iid only returned 
•on rSaturday from a trip, in which it is 
said ho was contemplating the imrcliase 
oC more territory- The whole of tlie 
country west is one huge bed of coal, 
but up to the present the soft variety 
wua'the only i coal in evidence.

I'l-n- 
(irav's iirojicrty on Ilunibol.lt sircel to 
the'C 1'. It- ar<' proceeding satisl'ac- 
tnrilv. and tlie ileal is expected to be 
linallv idose<l within a lew days. The 
wurk' oXpalliiig in the loiiiiilatii'iis for 
the hotel will be imc iif the largest un- 
dertakings ever witnessed ln're. The 
building will be three hundred feet by 
two hiiiidred feet, and three thimsana 
live hundred piU'S will be necessary for 
;lie fciiiiidatidii. After l)eiiig stiiik to a 
disliinee varving from thirty to lifty fe-et 
and cut urt below the water murk, they 
will Inst for centuries and support any 
weight. The order for the piles will be 
given at auce, and the 'im-stion of a sup- 
lily of stone will also be sc-tth d. 

Two shifts of men, in all about sev- 
enty five or one hiiiidri-d, will be .em- 
ploye<l, and as far as possible they will 
be local men.

Mr. J. K, Anderson, deputy minister 
of agriculture, returned on the Danube 
on Friday from au oUlcial visit to Rella 
Coola.

Hardy Bay, Rivers Inlet, Namu and 
Bella Cooln. But little has been done in 
the way of agriculture at most of these 
places. At Alert Bay a few fruit Ucc.s 
had been plnuted some year.s ago, and 
have done well, cherries especially bear 
hcavilv. Some ton settler.s in the vicin- 
ity of Alert Bay and at Ilarblcdown 
island, are engaged in a small way in 
agricultural pursuits, but time did not 
admit of il personal vi.sit. " 

At Sffintula, tho Finnish eettlement 
on Malcolm island, a large saw mill is 
ill oiieiation, also ti foundry. Carried ou 
i iitirelv by co-operative labor. A con- 
tract for two budges at:.N<M:th'. 'Vancou- 
ver has be<jnMaike!ii' l>y^;these;people, the 
cast ings and ' fittings' for wliSch' were nil 
buiiig manufactured on the sjiot. They 
have some cattle nnd horses, hay for 
which is obtainwl from meadows ad- 
'joiiwng tlm »<ettlemeiit. Twoi large 
swamps ill tlio interior of the island 
have liei 11 drained, on which various 
crops are being raised. The country 
generally is heavily wooded, but the 
land i,s geed except in the immediate 
vieinitv iif llie boaidi.

In the I'olice court yesterday the 
hearing of the charge against .T. .1. 
Seliiiijdt and W. Ayres of tho theft 
ot a ii'.iantity of furniture and ell'ects 
from lae iiiiiierial hotel, was resumed. 

The cross-exaniination of Harry Sped- 
ding, an employee. Of ; Mr. Hardacre, the 
auciioueer, nnd'^iivhaiassisted in making 
up the list of ■articles alleged to be 
missing, was continued by Mr. Powell, 
in regard to the item, "28 forks" miss- 
ing, the witness said that on tlia Jirst 
tally tliey had reckoned 02 to ibe short, 
lie did not understand why the infor- 
mation stated there were 10 silver- 
plated forks and 'M nickel-plated forks. 
So far lis he, knew there were only one 
kind — nickel plated — in the Jiotel. In 
the list attached to tho draft of the 
lease oniy "plated prongs" were men- 
tioned. Xony of the missing forks were 
in the rooms occupied by u lady guest. 
He had examined her _^ fprks. ^ ,^.Could 
not say what the namolibf fthfe:>'niaker 
•was, and was not sure fwliefhdr there 
was one pattern of fork there or two 
patterns.. The seven chairs missing were 
bedroom chairs and one rocker. Tliero 
was one rocker in a sitting-room od- 
joiiiing the bar. 

Fred. Dykes, an employee of' Mr. Jos. 
I'oscowitz, was the next witness. Ex- 
aiiiined liy .\lr. Higgins, the witness 
said he was well acqnainled with the 
inlerior of the Imperial hotel. Mr. 
Sehiiiidt ran the hotel until the end 
of .Inly, and then ^Jr. Ayres ran it 
until the last day of August. Believed 
that jMr. Ayres was iichmidt's,i son-in- 
law. ' V ',; : 'V •i'-i'.V 

•Mr. Powell interposed to state, on 
accused's authority, that this was not 
the case, and that there was no ndu- 
tionsliip between them. 

Continuing, the witness said he was 
called to the Imperinl hotel on the 
e\ cuing of September 1 and was told 
thnt he must go to Taconiii with Drtec- 
tive I'erdue. He acconipaiiied the de- 
tective accordingly. On arrival I'.hey 
re.Listered at a hotel and then went to 
;iu wharl', where they found Mr. 
!-(!:!iiidrs .-^luir ill the bonded warc- 
ho^l^(■. 'I'hey went to the eustmu house 
to ^e(■ ir llie sluh' ciiiild be cleared, which 
w:;.-. done witii Seliiiiidt's assistance. 
(Ill reiuriiiiig iliey found the customs 
i:orse men already had opened one 
ca^e and witiiciss spotted a number 
<if table napkins marked "Imperial Ho- 
tel." Napkins produced. 

Mr. I'owell objected to any evidence 
as to goods outside of the indictment 
being found :n the possession of tin,' 
aeensi>d, iiii.'es.s tlios(.> goods were al- 
legeil in the information lo liave been 
■stolen. The (diiirge was theft and not 
being in jio-^ses.-ioii of stolen goods. 

The magistrate thought as the iiiip- 
kins were not in the list, evidence con- 
cerning them was iiiiniaterial. 

-Mr. Higgins said he had a right lo 
put in this evidence. It was charged 
that certain articles had been stolen. 
One of these, a chair, had been found 
in the possession '-of the accused, to- 
gether with the napkins. 

-Mr. Powell said no evidence had been 
piiL in as to any cliair found in the 
liossessioii of the accused. It only had 
been stated that certain chairs were 
luissiug. Ou a charge of tiieft no evi- 
dence of otlier articles found in pos- 
session of accused W!is relevant. Fur- 
ther, in regard to the mipkiiis and the 
table cloths alleged to have been found 
in jiossession of accused, the court might 
well suppose that after ten months' 
tenancy some of tho hotel stuff might 
have become miscd - up witli the ac- 
cused's properlyFat" the .laundry or in 
other ways. The fact of these nrticles 
iieingi found in ticlimiat's pob-sev^sion 
was no proof of theft. 

Tho evidence regarding the napkins 
was struck out. 

The witness said that all Schmidt's 
stuff was gone through and two table 
cloths and also one chair belonging to 
the hotel. There were two chairs tied 
together and witness said to Schmidt: 
"Those chairs belong to the Imperial 
liotel." Mr. ychmidt pointed at one of 
the chairs and said; "That one does 
not belong to the hotel, but the other 
one might possibly' beloiig to the ho- 
tel." Witness examined the latter chah: 
and' could swear it belonged to the 
hotel and is the property of Mr. Bos- 
cowitz. Also witness found' some sheets 
which Mr. Ayres said 'belonged to the 
hotel and which the latter suid he had 
considered no good , and. had iiseil to 
wrap up other goods In. He found the 
two white table covers produced. 

Mr. I'owell olijeeted to evideiiee in 
respect to the table <-lotlis, v.diicu, he 
said, were not the silliject iiiatler of 
the iiidictiiient. 

A further argunieiit ensued between 
counsel in regiird to the words "covers" 
and "cloth.-:." .Air. H'lL-'ins poiiifd out 
thai llie word used in ihe iiidiclnieiiL 
was ■■(■over" and it was a iiiatler of 
ojiiuion as to which word described 
which article. 

Mr. Powell thought this matter had 
been definitely settled by Speildiiig's 
evidence on the previous day. liiui wit- 
ness having declared that the ilciii 
"table covers" in the inl'oriiiiii ion did 
not refer to the white linen c-lolhs. 

.Magistrate Hnll allowed the evidence 
to stand, pointing out tliat its relevancy

You have government liability 
iwithout any of the advantages of gov- 
oiuimont control. The country pays and 
the (ionipaiiy operates, a case of "heads 
1 win; tails you lose." We have now a 
jsolitlcal railway or will have, if built, 
with all the vicious concomitants of po- 
iiticiil management and without .iuy of 
tho advantages which, government owu- 
■ersliip properly carried out would afford. 
It is liardly fair to argue because the 
Intorcoloinial llailway as maiiagod as a 
political concern in the interests of politi- 
cal frietids that a Governmonc-ownod 
railway would not be a success. As an

}'.'. connection with tho correspondent^e 
wliich h::s taken place in the Colonist 
as to tlio study of Greek and Latin in 

"seliool there is a timely article in the 

■Cosmopolitan Magazine, written by 

..Tohn Hrisl)an(.- "Walkor. It i.s entitled 
"What, is I'jdncation,'" and deals with 

•the studies that are most important for 
the modern man. Coiiiplaiut is made, he 

■starts ont to say, that the modern unl- 
v:'rsil.v has no disintorosted body to do- 
tormino wliat odncation should hi'. That 
all important subject is decided by 

: professors. wJiose: ?: personal '^Jutertits' 
would be at stake if any radical chnngos 
wore to bo made in tho accoiiloil curri- 
ctilum. Thi.-:, ho .-^ays, is woll-illuslralcd 
by the recent action at I'rincoton in 

which men laboriously trained to teach 
Latin and Greek, threatened to resign 
if other st\nlie.'i wei-o given Iho most im- 
portan! plac^o in llio uiiivei^sily. How 
could the.se, he asks, be expected to fol- 
low recognized science when they thein- 

■ solves know so little of science. Hy tho 
actions (if Iho professors I,atin and 

■ Gi'oek have' boon re-establislied in liiat 
university in a position almost as im- 
portant- as .thCy occupied neai*ly...£!00 
years ago. Mr. Walker regards the sidi- 
ject, of' course, largely from a utilitarian 
point of view, and in this connection 
there arc two considoi-ations: I'lrst, 

.>:Tl^hat'.{arei.the classes of men wlio ninsl 
• Study sciences if they would keep their 
positions in Iho world of today; second, 
just wiiat need (lie men in those' classes 
have for science and: why ;' ^ brief list 
of those who must have a good knowl- 
odg(? of science is given, and inclndcs, 
tho following: Tho cngin<'er, the elor.gy- 
' man, the lawyer, the manufacturer, the 
luerchaut, tlie general business man, the 
farmer, the. doctor, the artist ami the 
literary mau^'' ,01 ''course tho necessity 
of the ougincer 'bein^ well versed in 
science is cyidbnt. • ''One: enginoor of 
standing, ixi:' a' "recent paper on bridge 
inakiiiRiiilieiulcU "Do Pontibus," gives 
.his rca.sbn for using a Latin word, nanu-- 
'j-fjii't that h<' had spent si.x years slmlyiiig 
■'•I'liatin and Greek, and tlmt was tho first 

■ opportunity in thirty years ho liad had 
of using his knoHvledgcf ;of Latin. 

In conneolipli with the clergyman 
/^I'tllore is miu'li discussion of late as to 
■'Why young nu'n do not attend churc'i, 
and .'Mr. Walker attributes it largely to 
the fact that nduistcrs ar« too often 
grounded in Grwk and Latin and pay 
little attention to seionec, which leaves 
them hopelessly at a disadvantage in 
■dealing with nunloru topics, especially 
those of a sclontilic characli-r. Tho 
proacl'or who has spent long years in 
•jjtudyiiig Latin and Greek and knows 
lied 10 nothing in science, iicod not 
wo:.d".' if he fails to hold the interest 
„: congregation— perhaps it would 
an,; bo improper to say, in sonn> cases, 
the respect of hi,H youlig men. 

The lawyer' hits now to deal with so 
ri • '^v easCB ijivolving scientilic knpwj-l 
4>d"'i' that he must necessarily give Hci- 
*.»ritic studies a larger share of cousld-( 



oration. One lawyer who Was quoted 
by Mr. Walker, states that his univer- 
sity education was chiefly Latin and 
Greek, and tjuit now he was making 
amends for that blunder by burning the 
midnight oil. He said: "I am called, 
on to advise in large niauufacturing op- 
erations where scientific questions are 
up, at every turni - It .is;not enough to 
quote the law. If I would be of real 
service to niy clients I must have true 
appreciatiini of their interests." Ho 
places a valuation of his services to his 
clients in Iho follouing proportions: 

Latin and Greek, 0.1 per cent. 

Knowledge of law, 10 per cent. 

(■rasp of sclontilic facts, organization, 
ole., .11). pi'r eiuit. 

As to the maiuifacturor, tho extent to 
which science cntt>rs into every brancli 
of manufacturing is almost immeasur- 
able. Tlio importance of being 'able 
to anticipate the discovery of new I'arces 
and their application to' practical work 
is of tho g'reatest. Mr. Uarnegie mado 
a stool company by taking advantage 
of tlio latest discoveries in science. The 
niaiuifaeturcrs, undotditedly the most 
far-sighted, and other things being equal, 
the most succossfnl, are those who pos- 
sess the most up-to-date scientilic knowl- 
edge. 

Similar considerations are advanced in 
relations to merchants and business 
men, tho farmer and the doctor. The 
successful doctor, of course, must neces- 
sarily bo a man of science, above every- 
thing else. . . 

Speaking of tho farmer, Mr. 'Walker 
makes this interesting observation: "Ho 
wlio goes out from his college elegantly 
accomplished in Greek expletives, and 
able, .while lie guides tlio plow, to hurl 
Latin oaths at Ids mule, bears no rela- 
tion in ollicicncy, to tlio scientist to 
wliom every leaf and blade of grass un- 
folds itself ill a wonderful invisible 
world; .who kno^\'s tlio requirements of 
plant life; the composition of soils; 
how to make a twelve-inch ear of corn 
grow with .tM-onty-two rows of grains 
where formerly tho field yielded cars ten 
inches long with only sixteen rows of 
! grains." 

! With regard to tho artist, the editor 
who handles art work is not infre- 
iiuontly compelled to regrot the absence 
of scientific knowledge on the part of 
the artist. 

Tho last man to bo considered Is the 
litterateur. Mr. AValk<'r discusses the 
\n\\u) of tJroek .'ind Latin in acipiiring a 
liiiowledgo cif tho Knglisli language. This 
lie says, is as true as if one wore to say 
tli.'it in order to beeoiiii' ox|ierl wil'li 
tlio small sword one should praelire at 
turning a grindstone. I'.otji reiiuire an 
exorcise of the muscles. "The way lo 
study one's own tongue is to road the 
groat masters who have written in that 
language. In them only the stiuleni 
finds those compact, forceful sentiMices, 
ilioso nice shades of meaipng, those •'doli- 
ealo differentiations, tlioso close syie 
onyms, that brevity which is almost a 
necessary aceomiianimont of wit, anil 
that elegance of expression, wliicli dis- 
lingnish tli(> best modern literary work. ' 
Mr. Walker thinks that one y<'ai- spent 
in careful study of the host ICiiglisli lit- 
erature is wortli to tho intending autlior 
four years of Latin and Gr-'ok. If a 
nian !iad time at his disposal to stuily 
all laugauges and seionccs, too, it wouid 
ho did'eront. but no real worker is so 
situated. Ho must, therefore, oarefuUy 
select the course proportionate to thu 
time at his disposal, ani deterndno not 
uliat would Im) best, if he had endlos,^ 
hours, but what is best in view of the 
time allotted to him before the active 
work of his career must be begun. .The 
cnnchision of Mr. Walker's article is as 
follows: "How soon shall we see in- 
stalle<l in our .groat nniversities hoards 
of disinterestiH] men of wide oxiiorieiiee 
of life, kiiowledgo of affairs and fiee- 
dorn from fetish worship, -who shall have 
!io connection with tho active teaching 
or nianagoniont of the colleges, and 
wliose solo business it slinll be to answer 
Ihis question. What knowledge is of 
most worth?"

"THE YELLOW PERIL." 

The sympathies of all the world 
would be with Japan in the present 
war if it wore not for the possibility 
of a future combination, offensive as 
well as defensive, with China. Japan 
of licrself . can never be a grave danger 
to the rest of the world, because her 
position is isolated and her limitations, 
in regard to- population and to extent 
of empire, are circumscribed. But China 
is a nation of over 400,000,000 of a 
population; and if she were to wake 
up and follow the lead of Japan, it is 
difficult to anticipate her posslbrlities 
as a world-power. 

Colonel Gra'ndprey, once French mili- 
tary attache in Peking, gives somo very 
interesting information regarding the 
Chinese army in tlie Ivoviic do I'aris. 
He says that I'o-w countries have such 
(excellent material as China for au 
array, where the whole population con- 
sists, so to spoak, of one people, dis- 
playing the s iiuo racial qualities. The 
Chinaman is long lived and tenacious of 
life; ho thrives in every climate, in sjiito 
of heat or cold. He is extremely 
thrifty _and, therefore, easily supported. 
He ''iia's nerves of stool; lu^ can sleoj) 
In any position and in any jdaco, and 
can do with a minimum of sleep, lie 
seldom needs a doctor and bears jiain 
\yith,the greatest stoicism. The China- 
man is very teachable and what he 
has once boon taught he novor forgi'ts. 

Such qnalifications are ci'rtainly tlioso 
of born soldiers, and ouly rei|uiro de- 
velopmeDt-.ipn military linos and organi- 
zation td'^ make tliem o(Hial to tlio Japa- 
iioso per man. The Ciiiiiese, liowover, 
arc not, and have never lieen, an ai;- 
grcssivo people, preferring peace and 
KOtllod coiidilions. 

I'erhajis one of tho t'realest aiitliori- 
lies on the ,l;i]iiinese, .Mr. b'rank Hrink- 
loy, edilor of tlie .laiian Mail, writing 
In So|ilomboi' .Munsoy, re.gards the whole 
i|uestioii of tho I'ollow I'oril as a bogey. 
He has lived many years in the country, 
is iiil iiiial I'ly assoeiatofi with the people 
anil has, lie says, been ]iorinitted to 
share their thonglils as well us their as- 
pirations. He knows of nothing which 
will justify tho. conclusion that the Ja- 
panose,.if »ucce8sful in the present war. 
will become a menace to other powers.

.llUchcoek to and from the .lsl!iiiil.s, :o eu- 
iilile him to carj'.v out this ]ilan. Soon 
-.after these arxaugcmoiita were iiiaclc, 
hiiWL'ver, SitTi'lary Cortolyou of the Ue- 
lii.rtuu'in of Coninicrce and Labor retired 
fioiii ol'lioe and was succeeded by Uepre- 
stiitatlvo -MolcaJf.

The killing of seals niulcr 
fvo years of age and above four years Is 
strictly prohibited, aiid one thousand , each 
o" two year old and three .year old males 
will be carefully culled out from the 
ch'jvos and so marked jis to be xcadHy Idcn- 
tlfled in oicli'i- to avoid ntlrivliig. Last 
year's iinoia of oU.UOO li.is bci'ii cut down 
tJ 15,00<> and. under c.vJsting ciiiiditloiis, 
especially lu view cf the Jack of experi- 
ence in culling sells for .so large a reserve 
as 2,000, it Is (Hike probable that the Jes- 
SLCs will not be able to lake even the re- 
duced number. The catch of the Jast 
tbree years has averaged .about 22,000, 
but It embraced a very consldiTable num- 
ber of seals a little leA& thau two years 
old (although the number of .sm;Lll seals 
taken has been grossly exaggerated), and 
it Is. therefore a matter of very LlveJy 
epeciilation here as to the number of kill- 
able ^'si^als that ''can be taken under ths 
new fcoiidltlons. : , 

The'.real Interest of the fur trade In the 
rtRutetlou of the seal herd is not so much 
withv',rtiBard to. the operation* on the Isl- 
.andsjl^bring the' present season, which it 
Js i c<jD«ede4«,JJlll. be largely experimental, 
Jis w^ltSl' reference t6 plans which may be 
jidopteA' hereafter should this year's catch 
jii-ovc" to be very small or should the gsv- 
emmetiC agents Hud any difllculty In cull- 
lug out the stipulated reserve. Kx-Sen- 
Aior Ij^aulkner, as the attorney for the ies- 
xees of,' the Islands, has taken the position 
tliat the Department of . Commerce and 
Dabor can not only regulate the number of 
eejUs' to be taken each year, but can prac- 
tically suspend klllliig on ihi> Islands, for 
jijy reasonable period, without violating 
tlio lerms of tbe -existing lease. The mat- 
ter having thus been taken out of the 
huD'Ifi of congress and there being no ue- 
<'ti6l£y for further legislation on the sub- 
ject, pressure Is being brought to bear 
liti^e to Induce the departnien't to put a 
stop to all land killing for a iieriod of at 
least live years. 

That the lessees of the i'rlWlofs will 
nuike every effort to prevent the adop- 
tion of .^juiyrf tAail^ Involving rthe,^ total ces- 
sation of ^kllUDsr-; on '.'theirs clear- 
. ly foreshadowetl in .d^iiifeinorandnm llled 
by Senator Fnulkner:'ori,belMllf of the com- 
pany. In wlilcli he qdotesj'froui a special 
report by Dr. Leonard StejiiSgcr In wlileli 
he discusses the subjoit of land killing 
ai:-l jiosltlvely asserts that Its total ce.s- 
srllon would lie of more harm than good 
to tbe seal herd. Dr. Stejiicger says In 
part: 

•The propriety of prohibiting the kill- 
ing' of fur seals on land for a period of 
)he years, as a means of builiiiiig iiii tlie 
seal hi.-ril, has of late been discussed by 
lb" Russian aiithorliles. When .it se.i 
they wguld be subject to tbe same danuer 
from the pelagic hunters as the fema:e.<. 
It shows that they have) utterly failed to 
grnsii the two esaential points of tbe seal 
(lie.stlou as It stands tod.iy. vl/.., that tlie 
decline of the seal herd Is solely due to 
jielaglc sealing, and that the Increase and 
consequent rehabilitation of the herd de- 
pends solely upon the preservailon of the 
female seal. ' It pelagic is stopped, no sii.s- 
prnslon Is neccss.iry, or. It will be direet- 
ly hurtful. If pelagic s'-aljig be r.,ii timieil, 
a suspension will not only protect the 
hiTil on shore, but it will direetiv result ill 
Increased eati-lii'S for liie im la^Ie sealers 
a.s long as tin- suspeiisbui lasts, since lliey 
will have the .•idditloual mail's to lue.v 
upon which will havc! been spared on laniT. 
Now the future jirosperlty of the seal 
herd dctiends upon the nuTOber of females 
It contains; the nimtber of bachelors Is Ir- 
relevant In this connection. 

"Suppose iiel.'igle seallu;; Iii' supjiressed 
and a live years' susiiensioii liislltuted on 
the Commander Islands; wh.at would re- 
sult? At flic end of the five years there 
would be exactly as many ft^iiiiles as If 
suspension Iieen. niil one iiioi-r

• .■(•rtAlnly would be a great many ; 
me ee4ils at the beginning of the slxtli 
ye.,r than during any one ol the pr//'-''' « 
years. A little reUectlon, l^owever, will 
show that their total nuaJber must be ess 
t"in Che total sum of kl led <luri"g. t^'^f^. 
preceding years, inasniuch as the two to 
four years old. bachelors ot- these years 
"likl. have escaped tbe k lllmg ami be- 
come slkatchS. that Is, available rook^'y 
bulls, and consequently unlit for killing 
dcrlng the suspension, 

"That these considerations are not mere 
fanciful theories Is plainly shown by our 
exporletico . on / the PclWlot Islands. As 
Boou as the falling OIT in the catch of the 
bac'h.-lors called attention to the decrease 
of the seal herd a halt was called; the 
KlUliig on land was reduced to a mlnl> 
mum. The temjiorury ofUelals were tlieii 
under the same erroneous lmprcs.sl(m as 
the Russian autho*ltlcs nowj.- vIk., that 
the calamity consisted in tlie decrease 
or baehelots, aad tJiey overlooked that It 
V.-.1S the femaJes, and they only, that 
i.teded being looked after. For several 
years only a fraelion of the klUable seals 
were allowed to be tilkeu, AVliat was the 
result ■.' A single additional female on 
the rookorJos'; No; lo.9s to the lessees 
and the government of the bachelors 
spared; .a corresponding ^galii to the 
pelagic sealers; a deplorable siilierabun- 
dauco of bulls on tbe lYibllot rookeries, 
and nuuuirons pups traiiiple<l to death

paid Tcry- deariy for her blunder. ■ Are 
the lliusslans going -to ivpi^at it?" 

At .this writing the oJUclals of the De- 
jM.rtment ot Coiumorco and Labor are con-

jind -It ds believed that the strong repre- 
sentation presented by Senator Faulkner

unueb gratuitous advice.

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The negotiations with Great Hrltaln, 
.lap iu and Itnssia, looking to a new Joint 
ii;;reeinent foi' the cessation of pela;;lc 
sealing, lire making fairly good progress 
roiislderliig the Itiisso-.lap.iliese war. In 
one refpeet the hostilities between the 
forces of the Cznr and those of the ."Mika- 
do havi' operated tn the advantage of the 
United States lu currying on these nej;o- 
tlatloiis. lloth Ilussla and Japan have 
been anxious to placate all tbe great 
powers with a view to guaranteeing their 
neutrality, and Secretary Hay's diploniatli' 
represeiitatloiis have , been accorded very 
re;?pecttul treatment, Naturally both Kus- 
slrt and Japan are disposed to. defer niak- 
lug any positive Joint agreement with re- 
gard to the seals. until the end of the. war, 
as each desires to be free from any restric- 
tion In the negotiation of the pro.-ipeciive 
ptace treaty. 

The Itureau of Statistics ot the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor has been 
fuinlshed with some interesting rigures 
v.ltb regard to the Japanese sealing In- 
distry^not heretofore, available. As Is 
well known In the trafle, ' there are seal, 
rookeries on the Kurile^Islondis;;' but ' ttieir 
liroductlvlty has been . nn nhkriowti quan- 
tify. The sea otter has also been found 
o:i tliese Islands and In the iiast was 
caught In eonslderalde nunibers. The sta- 
tistics received by the department Indi- 
cate tluit while tbe se.n otter Is rapidly 
dlsappeiudug, the seal herd Is Increasing lu 
size, as Is evidenced liy the following 
statement: 

"The sea otter • tUat . ivero'. ;f0rinerly 
caught In the Kurllcs arc now practically 
exllnct. A few still haunt the Northern 
I'scKIc niid the Sea of Japan, while they, 
an? on tbeir way to their northern home 
111 snmnier. 

"Formerly there were rookeries of fur 
seals 111 some Islands of the Knrili's and 
the animals fell mostly into the hands of 
ftrelgu sealers. Of late, owing to the. 
ci.fOMragement given by our governmont, 
tbe c.iptnre of these vhlualile fur animnlsl 
by our llshermen lias become ipilte satis- 
factory. In 1S1I7, twenty-six sea otters 
were taken, but the iniiuliiT lias dwindled 
steadily imlll last yi'ar but twelve wi're 
r< iiorted. Tlic eateh ot fur seals for the. 
in. St six ye.'irs has been as follows: ISO",

And Nebucanor, replying: "Light of

Murphy gave some very interesting ac- 
counts of life in Japau, and of the man- 
ners iind customs of the people of that 
strange country. 

It is erroneous, lie says, to Imagine 
that the Japanese have escaped scot 
free in the various engagements with 
the Russians. On the contrary, it is 
the fact that they suffered severely, as 
lie proved for himself by paying a visit 
to one of their , dockyards near Yoko- 
hama, where there were several cruisers 
anil destroyers undi'i-going rejiairs. One 
of the cruisers had her funnels shot 
away, and fully twenty-live ludcs 
through her hull in different places, She 
was, in fact, a wreck from the Rus.<ian 
gun Jire. The others were little belter 
otT, nnd all were in a condition that 
precluded the possibility of putting to 
sea again without 'very substautiai re- 
pairs. 

The- Japanese, Mr. :\rurpfi.v said, had 
jtieenVgiving out that the reason for tlie 
better showing being made by the Rus 
sian troops in tlie field was that they 
wore imi)roving in their shooting and 
marching. The fact is, and the Japanese 
are well aware of it, that the troops 
the Japanese are now meeting ore Euro- 
pean troojis, fresh from the Itussian j 
training depots; in fact, the i-egnlar 
Russian linesmen, very different kind of' 
soldiers from the peasants of iSiberia, | 
with whom the war on the Russian 
side has been carried on until recently. 
The appearance iu the field of the sea- 
soned. Russian troops 'from the western 
provinces , has given the Japanese a 
•good l'4enl;b£;- anxiety. 

fThe Biissliin prisoners captured, in the 
earlier engagements of the war. Mr. 
CMurphy said, looked like farmer boys 
or countrymen fresh from the peace- 
ful pursuits of agriculture. They were 
evidently not men who had received the 
long and careful training under the Rus- 
sian drill sergeants to which the choice- 
troops of the empire are subjected, but 
raw levies hurriedly battalione<l and 
■packed off frotn places in Central Si- 
beria to meet the Japanese udvance. 

^Ir. Murphy was high in praise of 
the .Tapancse soldier. He is a model 
fighting man and his intelligence' i» re- 
markable. In going aboard or landing, 
or in carrying out other laasa move- 
ments, ..the precision and regularity of 
a IP are tnily marvelous. Tliere is never 
the' slightest 'hitch, therefore this .tedi- 
ous work is done with a celerity that 
is sim[dy amazing to lOuropeans, accus- 
tomed to witness the heart-breaking 
TiiudiUe and confusion attending the 
embarkation or landing of European 
trcKips. The Japanese soldier, Mr. 
Murphy said, is filled with a perfei't 
adoration for his l-^mjieror; and for his 
oill(-ers, who receive their commissions 
personally from the hands of the Mi- 
kado, the soldiers have a respe(-t that 
amounts to veneration. It is bard to 
believe that those cheery, polite and 
(luiet little men cau become the fiends 
incarnate they are reported to be on the 
battle field in touch with the enemy. 
The commissiarlat, .arrangements are 
perfect in the • Jafaiiese iiriiiy: every- 
thing seems to be labelled exactly as it 
is wanted; the ambulance service is not 
surpassed by that of any army in the 
world. In short, order, accuracy, prmiip- 
titude. fatalistic obedielii-e to orders ale 
tilings that pri-vail thl-nnghnnt the 
.lapaiii-se .-irniy. .Mi'. .Murjiliy rei-koned 
ll;al the Japanese sulilier would be a 
fair niateli Uiv any sulilier ill the world 
l.iday, ami a great ckal more than a 

loali-h lol- ninsl (if tlu-lll. 

The ollirers are siiigul.-irly well train- 
ed; the.v actually seem to know the 
duties for which thi-y bear llie .Mikado's 
(ommission ; and not only so, buc to 
perform them as if that were the JUaln 
object in life. The Japanese ofllcer is 
nlway.s, a, student, and tjio way in which 
:he miinoeuvrcs his men shows that be 
understands his business through -and 
through. 

Talking about tin- wonderful physi- 
cal development ami jiowers of the .la- 
p;Miesi-, .Mr. .Murphy said that the rii-k- 
shaw men allraet the stranger's atli'li- 
tion lirsi, as the finest spi-eimeiis of 
lil.ysieal huniiin naturi! to he found. 
Thoso nieii ai-e c-apable of trotting for 
hours without stoiipiiig, and lianling 
tlcir rickshaw over all sorts of ground. 
•They are not so big or so well develop- 
ed generally as the Zulu rickshaw men 
of Durban and rielermaritzbnrg, of 
whom .Mr. Murphy has had a good 
(lea! of exiierieiiee, but ju-obably in a 
test of eiidiiraiice the Japanese would 
tire out the Zulu. The life of the Japa- 
nese rickshaw man is short, thirty years 
seeing most of them at the end lot their 
life's tether, 

Siieaking of the jiu-jitsu system, Mr. 
-Murphy said that he had not paid iinii-h 
attention to this subject while in .lapau, 
)iut that a number of United Sliili-s 
military men were now niiiking a spe- 
cial study of Cie system al Tolcio with 
a view to introducing it into the United 
iStates army as ji gi-neral training for 
the rank anil lile. This has been done 
with mui-h success iu t1ie .laiiaiiese 
army. The jiu-jitsu and other systems 
of physical culture jiractici'd in ■Japan 
are pr.ietieally in the hands of cerliiin 
faniilies, who train ui) their children 
from infancy in the exercises, so that 
by the time they reach maturity ■ they 
are athletes Of matchless strength and 
agility, 

,Mr. ^fiiriihy met at the Iiniierial hotel 
in Tokio all the war <-orrespondent.s, iii- 
i-luding Mr. J. (lordon Smith, of the 
<'iilonisl and London Morning Post. Mr. 
Cordon .Smith left with another party 
of correspondents in Angu.st fm* soiiic- 
wliere in the Sea of Ja])an. 

.Mr. Miu'iihy saiil that all .Taiian was 
badly scared when the Russian raiders 
got out of Vlildi vostock and scoured 
the sea. It was a bad blmidiM- on .la- 
pan'.s part to allow loaded transiiortn 
and vessels carrying valuable cargoes of

The Japanese, 'Mr. Murphy 
says, have many line traits of character, 
and while he would like to see the Ja- 
[i.-inese eome out of the present struggle 
victorious, he tbiiiks they would be all 
tlie more admirable it they cultivated a 
little more veneration for the truth. 

Mr. Murphy will go on with tire 
iMiichaon to Vancouver tomorrow even- 
jug, and thence proceed to Ottawa,

Parliament, ..with its roots deep hi the 
iniKliry. -pniit, f-witli its ceremonies, us- 
ages, hml customs— iiu:iiut, oM-worUl 
and impressivL — has alTorded ii rich 
tlii'iiie for writers of nil sorts aiid COU-< 
ditious, griive and j,'ay, leuniod nnd 
trilling'. Iilriiilite historiiuis liiive triveii 
us Yuluiiiinous treatises on tliat mass of 
l>nlilie law, written and unwritten, 
vuKuely known as tlie Constitution; 
■ },'reat liiw.vers have eoiupilwl legal text- 
books aideiity; and from tlu.' days when 
the tiuie-serviii},' and gossiping I'epys 
jotted <lown in his iucomparuble diary 
tlie stratige doings of the great Estates 
of the Itealm, until the present time, 
writers less learned thau the Great Con- 
stitutionalists but more eutcrtainiug as 
far as the general reader is eoiieeiiied, 
linvo related stories and anecdotes of 
that anoieiif legislativo body whieh has 
been aptly termed the '".Mothei- of I'ar- 
liaiueutf;." Yet in spite of all that has- 
lieeii written, few of us, compaitUividy 
f?ix'iiking, can boast of muoli knowledge 
of the inner life of St. Stephen's, and 
therefore we may perhaps be exeused 
for calling the attentioit of our readers 
to Mr. Michael MacDonagh's recent 
work entitled "I'arliainent; Its Ito 
inaiicc; its Conu-dy; Its I'athos." 

Mr. MaoDontigb, whoso teu years' ex 
perience as a reporter iu t,lie House of 
Commons, supplcmciited by wide read 
iug, well lits him for the task, gives us 
a piqture.ioraratlieE^^ajjseries of pictures 
of .^thoj^wof IcSlot f tfw^ 
at tlie' Pa'labe or Wcsthiiuster, and wi 
learn somotliiug of their trials and trm 
nlations, their joys and iriunipiis. ili 
dot's not altemjit deep disciuisitions m 
. the prerogatives of tlu; Crown, nm- doc; 
, , he endeavor to explain the eonsiittitioii 
in all its uianirold phases, for liis bi)iiU 
is designed for amuseiueut as w 
iustrnetion, yet wo are given a pcipahir 
ilescription <>( the practical working of 
our parliainenlary institutions that 
some iiarliculars, perh.aps, has not \beL'U 
excelii<l. W'i' do iK)t iiK-au for ono uio- 
nient to compare this book with the 
masterpieces of the great coiistitutioinil 
writers— Stubbs, AnstJii, May, liageliot, 
I)icoy and those others wliose works 
are recognized as autliorities on ihc snb- 
j<'ct. J-'ar I'i-oni it. We only wish to 
infer thai ol' the hooks written in a 
lighter vein this is one which the gen- 
eral reader will lind as instniclive as it 
is entertaining. It will lielp to while 
awiiv a leisure hour, and it will also 
aid 'seriotis students of constitutional 
history and i)!irliainentary practice and 
procedure, llillierto there hiis been no 
i-omidcte picture of the two 'Houses en- 
gaged in the work of law-making, and 
evideullv the object of the hook has 
, bepu to" provide a view of the human 
rather than the historical side of par- 
liament. 

Not the least interesting loatnre ot 
the work are the anecdotes of great par- 
liamentarians wuich the author aptly 
uses to illustrate Jiis points. "We ,aro 
led away trom the Deaceu track . dowji 
luifreaueiited and little-trodden hy-wnys 
of the parliamentary maze, and, as can 
1)0 iniagiiu'il, llu' reader in nowise loses 
by tiiis arraugeuieur. .Mr. .Ma(;l>onaKli's 
English is vigorous and well-chosen, Wit 
he is a jotfi-ualist rather than a litter- 
' ntour. ■ . 

TIIK KI.NtrS PKEUOGATIVE. 

The first chainer treats hrielly hut 
strikingly of the tviug. His I'rerogatives 
and Ilisabilitics. 'J'lie king, we arc Kdd, 
. .stands at the head of farlianient, lh<l 
tjiree constituent parts of whicii are 
Lhe Sovereign, tho l-ords and the Com- 
inons. According io the theory of the 
Constitution, ParHamout is the King's 
Great Council suinmoned to delilierati; 
with him on the aliairs of the nalnui, 
to advise liiin as to tlie conditions, tlic 
wauts and the wishes of his subjects; 
and a Hill, docs not Ijccenie an act ot 
I'arliamcnt, or in other words, the law 
of the liiiid, even thongji Ir has passed 
through the House- of tloninions and the 
llouse of Lords, until it has received 
the Koyal Assent. Tiie hrst claiisi;— 
•■the enacting clause" as it is termed— 
of every Act of I'arliament runs: "Ut! 
it enacted by the King's most' excellent 
Majesty, by and with the oouseut of the 
Lords spititual and temporal, and the 
Commons, in Parliament assembled, and 
by tlio authority of the same as fol- 
lows." Hut beyond this legislative pow- 
er 'which tlu' King poss(\sses as a sep- 

• urate,«nd independent part of the Leg- 
irdature, his Majesty. Py right of the 
Prerogative of the Crown, is the su- 
preme executive, authority of llie statu 
iu all matters civil and military. 

The exclusive rights, privileges, and 
powers which the I'rerogative eonrers 
upon the King are many and far-reach- 
ing: Mr. I'ickwick, it will lie reniein- 
licred, was arrested at Ipswich for con- 
ti'iiiplating a breiu-li of the ucace by 
lighting a diii.'l. "1 believe duelling Im 
one of his Majesty's must undoalited 
lirerogatives. .Mr. .links," said the 
.\lavor of the town to his clerk, when 
the case came before his Woi'ship. 
••Expressly stipulated in tht' Magna 
<'liarta, sir," replied Mr, .links. "One 
of the brightest jewels iu the British 
Crown wrung fi-oin his Majesty liy tli", 
bal-ons, I believe, Mr. .Tiilks'/" said tho 
Mayor. "Just so, sir," assented Mr. 
.links. "Very well," coiitinueil the 
.Mavor, di-awiiig liinisclf up proudly, '"it 
shall not be violated in this ijortion ot 
his 3Iajesty's doniiiiioiis.'' Xou', tlioiigii 
the privileges cunferred by the Uoyal 
I'rerogative do imt include the exidiisiv,' 
right of fighting duels. Ihey arc, iiever- 
tlieless, varied and peculiar. Indei'd, it 
would seem that the King as tlie i-xccu- 
live authority is omiiipoleiit. Hal th'. 
law of the constitution restricts tin) 
jMiwers and rights ot the sovereign and 
ciMdiucH them to their |iroper cliannels, 
HO that no form of government exists, 
be it reimblieaii or coiunnniistic, that 
better preservcH the eipial rights of all 

"Her Majesty cannot be supposed lo 
have a private opinion iipail from Ilia', 
of her rcsiioiisibli! advisers," so we are 
gravelv told bv Sir Erskiiie, the ernditu 
(;ierk "of the House <d' Commons, re- 
ferring to (Jii.'cii \'icloriM. in lus stand; 
ard work on •■rarliamentary Priicti<'e." 
The sentence is curiously phrased; but 
what, of course, it ineaiis is tliet tlui 
sovereign must not be inlluciiced by his 
personal prcdile<-tions in altitude to- 
wards pidilic airairs, at least to the ex- 
tent of opiiosing or nifiising to act upon 
the advice of his .'Ministers. In like 

• manner, it is a breach of order in both 
Houses of Parlianu'iit lo mention 
name of the sovereign with a view to 
afl'ei-t the course of legislation. 

The Crown has in theory been shorn 
of none of its ancient rights anil urivi- 
leges. -Ml the executive powers in- 
volvnl in the I'rerogative are still vesl- 
«'d in the sovereign alone, and can still 
bo exercised only by the sovereign. Hut 
under the unwritten laws and cu.5toin9 
of the Constitution, which have grad'- 
ually grown uji since I he Ui'volulinii nZ 
Hi.S.S. silently, as il wei-c, anil almost 
iniiicrceptibly, the executive powers that 
are iii'i-essary to the smooth working ol

George III. generally succi.'eileil in hav- 
ing his own way in policy ami legisla- 
tion. \ plain, blunt and rather narrow- 
minded man, he could underslr.nd the 
subh'ties of jjoustltution which told 
him that he waaMibsolUte ruler, and yet 
insisted by its unwritten law nnd cus- 
toms that, in practice, he must do noth- 
ing oil his own responsibility, but every- 
thing on the advice of his ministers.

' to the .lapanese to be a part of tlio "West 
and Western nations, of whoui they, 
with all other Asiatics, Imvo a pro- 
found distrust. Many of them still 
•have the old haunting fear of a covert 
attempt on tho part of foreign sove- 
roigns to subdue them by conquering 
them. They have wntchod with fearful 
suspicion tho closing iu of the Kiiropcan 
nations, England, Franco, Russia and 
Germany, upon the Asiatic nations, 
China, Siaui, Korea and Japan. They 
liave not beliaved in the sincerity of 
jtUo professions of any one of them; they 
have believed that the foreigners canio 
to tho East simply to exploit their 
treasures, to seize their land, to carry 
Away their gold, yes, and to steal also 
.-tlieir very wives and daughters. They 
!iave seen the evident helplessness of 
-China and shuddered. 

For their part at least they have 
Tcsolved to hold their own; and with 
this resolution, sometimes almost des- 
perate, tliey have framed their laws so 
that no foreigner can buy a foot of land 
outside of the narrow limits of the con- 
•ccssions in tlie treaty ports. For thirty 
^■ears they even refused to allow their 
women legally to marry with thv West- 
•orners. And yet to llieir most, thoughl- 
fnl spirits tho avalniiclu* of ruin secnu'il 
•often to be moving even nearer. Kvvn 
tho United Stales, which, not being a 
participant in llie seizurcSi Of i/Asiatic 
soil, had their conlidenco '" in " larger 
measure than tho European powers, 
placed herself also, in their eyes, iu 
tho same category of the greedy, when 
«he annexed the Hawaiian Islands anil 
ttook possession of the Phillipines. 

.But the most awful danger has al- 
ways threatened from the side of Rus- 
•sla. Tho Bear is tho uightuiare of all 
:the modern history of Japau, a terrible 
monster, distorted and grim, crossing 
■the vast stretches of a continent, leav- 
ing death and ruin in his tracks, creeii- 
'ing nearer aud nearer, and watching 
■with his hungry eyes for the favorable, 
■moment to rush and. grasp his prey and 
•crush it in his. cruel embrace...,. And 
this Russia • is also "holjrt^RuMio, a 
-most iChristian country, .Vlibse mission 
ratios had built a vast cathedral, the 
-most magnificeut ecclesiastial edifice in 
•the empire, -within sfght of the imperial 
-palace of Tokio, a covert threat, as it 
seemed to many, of a time when a 
"llusran governor would hoJd his court 
'in the Japaneso capital. 

And what was Japau to do to meet 
•the danger which she regarded as ininii- 
rn'.Mit? She saw plainly that in order to 
'■'hold her own in the struggle for the 
■-survival of • tho fittest, she ■ iniist Iwve 
warships . and guns, soldiers trainivl in 
•foreign methods of warfare ami civili- 
ans instructed in foreign branches of 
"learning. In like manner she adojited 
-mitn.v other Western inventions, such as 
■ railways, telegraphs, political parties, 
■elections aud newsp,aper8. , I'inding that 
slie could5?it»'$Te;^^^^<lulckly in hoots

zens who would prefer to have every 
thing made purely native; and all do 
prefer very many native things to tho 
corresponding foreign articles. 

From what has been said It w|ll now 
bo apparent why it was that so many 
of tho statesmen who were so iniluen- 
tial ill the introdtiction of constitutional 
government and Western science were 
also the most resoUito opponents of 
Christianity, , and the . foremost ndvo- 
cates of the;: so-called. "pure Shinto, a 
a religion in wliich they did not always 
believe themselves, but which they 
thought would bo good for tho people. 
.They were very eager. to procure Christ- 
ian gunboats, but they were not, to say 
tho least, cuthusinstlc, iu their recep- 
tion of the CliTistiau missionaries. 

But during the past decade, aceonling 
to the unanimous testimony of teachers, 
traders, diplomats and missionaries, 
tliore has takois place a great change 
in tlie sentiment of the country. Japan 
liiis learned to distinguish botw-eeu tho 
iioliticnl aims of the two great llrnglish- 
^i.i.Mkiiig nations on tho one haud and 
. of Itjissia on tho otUor. "When 
sought ri'lii-r from the disabilities 
,,f tlio old trealii's of 1808, 'and recog- 
nition as a full-grown rosi>on3iblo nation 
in her own right, Uussin was lier per- 
sistent opooneiit. other powers were dis- 
trustful or indifferent, Great liritain 
aud the United States wore her friends, 
it was the friendsliip of the last mil"'-;*! 
that nmde possible the treaties of 1898, 
N^hich admitted her to the full rights 
of (ho council board of tho nations. 
Then later, in 1901, the insular power 
of lOurope entered into ft close alliance 
with tho insular power of Asia, thus 
according unto her honors which slio 
had never before bestowed upon any 
nation. 

Jap:in has also watched the uegotia- 
liiuis which - arose out of the> Boxer 
trouble.s in China. She has seen the 
nuTciless exaction of certain of the 
allied powers, and especially of Russia, 
whose soldiers surpassed the Boxers in 
cruelty and barbarity; .she has also seen 
the niodci^atiiin of the demands of the 
two English-speaking powers, who had 
been iiy far the greater sufferors. 

She knows, moreover, that in the pres- 
ent struggle her best friends fire these 
same two nations, wliile the others just 
in proportion as they are Christian, aro 
also friendly. Even the coolie in tho 
street, to whom last of all this know- 
ledge conies, is now fully aware that 
the foreigner whom lie meets ij' his 
friend, and that ho is the representa- 
tive of millions across tli<> iiiysterious 
sea, who are sympathetical.y w.-itcliing 
him in his brave undertaking. During 
the past four weeks a fresh wave of 
kindly feeling for the foreigner has 
swcjit across the country, and with this 
kindliness comes also n new reeeptivitv 
for the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

For a fe-n* years -past the large intor- 
luediate mission schools, such as the 



Dushislia (Congregational,' Meiji Oaku- 
I>oshisliii ((,'oiigregatioiial), -Aleiji tJaku- 
(Cauadiaii MetboilisI), have been siib- 
ji'ct to certain disabilities as compared 
M'ith the governnient schools <if the 
same jiriide. I'rior to IS!)!) they liad 
been odlcially licensed as [iriviite Cliu 
Ciailko (middle sclioolst on (■(imil leniis 
with the grailuates of the public Chu 
(.iiiilko. But now the governiueiit, part- 
ly iiilUieiiccd by a desire to secure uni- 
formity ill the educatioutii ,'system and 
partly by the anti-missionary utterances 
of certain resilient foreigners, is.sued an 
ordinance which forbade all religious 
teaching aiid services "even outside the 
regular courses of instruction" within 
the buildings or under tho auspices of 
those schools which enjoyed speei.'il 
license. For the Christian missionary 
the choice lay between the suneiuler of 
the advantages of ollleial recognition 
and tlu-' elimination of everything ilis- 
tinctivlly Christian .from llij' curri;'U- 
liim. IS'eodless to say he decided tliat 
Christian mission schools existed for 
the propagation of Christianity. 

Now an ordinance appearing in the 
ollleial gazette Of January 25111 happily 
removes all the burdens by which the 
mission school? huvo beou impeded, so 
that the youth from one of these has as 
clear a way to the Imperial iiuiver.sity 
as his rival from . tho purely secular 
school under the control of tht depart- 
ment.

SEl'PUKU. 

A vast nnioiiiit of niisconcciitioii pre- 
vails in JCiiroiie coneerning what is vul- 
garly termer liarakiri. This word is 
never used by any other than illiterate 
persons in Japan. Among the educated 
classes the term employed is seppuku. 
It is wrong to suppose that Japanese 
soldiers ami sailors are prone to throw 
away their lives vainly. Senpuku, in 
niWoiit times, was an honorable death, 
but it is only resorted to in extreme 
circuiuBtiinces. As the Japanese prov- 
erb puts it, "Sei wa kataslu, Shi wa 
yasuslii"— "JJfe is dillicult, death is 
easy." For any per.s-on to commit sui- 
cide merelv as a way out of a dilUculty 
was esteemeil, and is still, a cowardly 
act. To take one's own life is easy 
enough as ii means of procuring relief 
from trouble, but to live on, despite dif- 
htulties, being u harder matter, is the 
more crt>ditable, and this is. the meaning 
to be attached to* the proverb, -vvhich 
was quite as much force today among 
Japanese as It ever had. 

The icnuse of so many .sol.lier.s and 
sailors— take the case of llu' Ivin Slniu 
Mani ns an example — preferring death 
to capture was something widely dif- 
ferent from that which has boon as- 
signed. The people of Japan at largo, 
soldiers and .sailors included, had 
beard so much of the Knssiaii atroci- 
ties at Blagovestchensk, oC the Russian 
treatment of the Chinese at the time of 
tlic Boxer troubles, and of Oeneral 
:Mitcliciiko'H famous utterance that the 
llussinns had '•no ropes, but arms, sig- 
iiilicant of the .short shift that would he 
given to captives, that the prospect ol 
falling alive into Russian hands came 
reality to be. regarded as far worse 
than death. It was the firm belief that 
liarliarous treatment would be meted 
out to them that led so many, despite the 
injunction convened in the proverb, to 
shoot or stab themselves when capture 
was inevitable. 

Oases 'of seppuku, as a matter of fact, 
were ■estroinely rare, and cases of or- 
dinary suicide, though more freiiueut, 
were the expres.sion of a widespread 
conviction that only in thi.s way could 
an ignominious , existence be avoided.— 
London Morning Post.

EXPORTING IRON ORE. 

"It is a significant fact that a prom- 
inent coiieerii having iron mines in the 
Luke Champlain region bas, aided by 
clieap ocean freights, been exporting 
coiisi.lerablo quantities of ore in the last 
two montlis, both to Scotland and to 
Belgium," says the New York Journal 
of Commerce. "It is significant of the 
abnormal condition of the iron and 
steel industry in this country that W* 
should export such a bulky raw^ matier- 
ial while many of our, furnaces, found- 
ries and steel works tire idle, instead 
ot converting it by our own labor and 
skill into much more valuable forms 
foivthe foreign markets. Ore cannot 
be Jilt out as cheaply in the Lake Cham- 
plain region ns in the Lake Superior, 
but it can be got to the sea coast ^it 
much U'-'^H cost. It can tlwn be sent 
ncr.iss the ocean at a profit when it 
cannot be disposed of at any of our 
own manufacturing centers, which have 
more available supplies ot whicli lliey 
are making no use. But with clieap 
ores ill various parts of the country, 
an.l with all the appliances of reduction, 
conversion and manufacture in excess 
of our re.iiiiiiements, why should we 
.have to si'll the material in Scotland iiid 
Ueli-'inin. In give their' labor- and cap- 
ital emplovment, instead of employing 
our own and supplying the markets to 
which the final-products go'.' It is sim- 
ply because the industry lieix' has lieeii 
'j«ckod-up' to an artificial level of liigli 
cost and high prices that incapacitates 
it for healthy competition.".

In the world, writes 
George Weise in Success, for the pub be 
excheiiuer of his country pays liiin the 
sum of ,'«4,SO0,0O(J inr annum for acting 
as managing director of the Rus-nan 
Empire, with its area of .S.dnti.itlMI 
siiuare miles and its population of 1.50, 
()00,(K«J p»-rsoiis. His salary is lliii'l 1'''" 
in moutlilv installments of ?.-100,000 
each, which are sent to him by a spec- 
ial messenger from tin- Treasury ' Inrld- 
ing in the form of a <-he(iue ou the 
National Bank of Russia, just ha an 
(illlce clerk receives his monthly wages,, 
with the difCcrelice. however, that tli.- 
Czar's talent and iudiistry exercise no 
inlliience on his payments. 

At the same time, he is expected to 
maintain a certain stamhir.l of living 
which he would be niialde to do in the 
style reiiiiireil of him if 1"' did not pos- 
sess a private income three or lour 
times as big as his otllcial salary. He 
is the owner of over 11)0 estates, all ot 
which supply him with private revoii- 
iie« but he is also the possessor of 100 
pala.-.'s and castles. Which have to, be 
maintained in imperial Stylo lit a great 
expense to their owner. He has more 
servants than any one else in the world 
for a veritable army of over ,10,000 do- 
mestics, cooks, pages, butlers, grooms, 
gardeners and so forth is employed on 
his hundred or more estate.-;. 

He jiossesses <iver forty residences 
which h" has never seen, a s.-ure of 
homes which he has viewe.l externally, 
but never inhabited, even for on.' night, 
and nil. il her s.-or.' in each of wliieii he 
has. slept 1.11 .inly one .i.-easimi. _ 

His lu-ivate slaliles contain over .i(K I) 
h.ir-ic-; belonging to him. ami the h.'r.ls 
.if (-allle feeling on hi< own lands aiv 
e^liinated to number ov.-r ."lO.OOd he.i.l. 

He habitually ri.-;.'S at li and i-als a 
chariH-teristicallr English hreaklasl ol 
Iriin mill eggs, bread and Inilter, and 
iiiaini.-ila.l.' sp.'cially and privately pre- 
iiiiivil f.ir him, and tea. Imnmlliitely 
after breakfast the Czar begins to 
smoke some pt the heovlest brands of 
Havana cigars..' which lie contmuM to 
puff almost continuously until bedtime, 
notwithstanding the fact that his doe- 
toi-H have warned him again ami again 
that excessive indulgence in tliis habit 
is fxpo.siug him to the worst dangers 
of nicotine pois.ining.

I -When one picks up a criticism of 
roleridgc by Arthur Synions, says the 
New York Evening Tost, one may be 
I nerfectiv certain that he wall tind a 
'subtle imd striking panegyric of r, 1 
I those qualities of opiate reverie which 
'.Mr Symons passesscs an common witii 
the earlier poet, however much the t^jo 
<lreamers may differ in other respects. 
I Thus we are not surprised to tind Mv. 
iSymons, in the International Quarterly 
for June, taking "Kubla Khan, thiit 
I actual dream-poem, as the iiua. touch- 
stone of lyric excellence. He ^i}y^- 
i " 'Knbla Khan.' which was literally 
; .•.iiii]iose.l ill sleep, eoincs nearer than 
any other existing poem to that idoiil 
of lyric poetry which has only late'v 
Ibcen' .svslematized by theorists like Mal- 
biriiie.' It has just enough meaning to 
give it bo<lily existence; otherwise, it 
would be disembodied mnsic. It seems 
,to hover in the air. like one of tin- island 
I enchantments of Prosper.i. It is music 
I not made with hands, and tli'« words 
\«eeni as tliev literally w.-re, remoinber- 
I ed 'All the Images,' said (.'olcndge, 
'•rose lip before iiie as things, with a 
ivarall.-l production of the correspomlent 
exiire-^sions.' Lainh, who tells us how 
Cid.-ri.lge r.'iieatc.l it 'so enchnntnigly 
that it irriiiliiiles an.l brings heaven an.l 
idv-^ian bow.Ts into my parlor when he 
s.ivs or siiiL's it to me,' doubted whether 
it ■wonl.l 'l.enr daylight ' It.SiKmed to 
him that such witchcmft,coUld hardl> 
outlast the night. It has ontlast4Sd the 
century, and miiy still be used as a 
touchstone; it will determine the poetic 
value of any lyric poem which you 
place beside it. Take ns many poeins 
a.s vou please, and let thciii .have all the 
merits you jilease, their ultimate- merit 
as iioetry will lie in the degree of their 
approach to the exact,, unconscious, in- 
e-!-itable balance of qnnlitles in ttie poetic 
art of •Kubla Khan.' " ■ 

That of course, is merely an example 
of lb.' cNtravagauce of judgment al- 
ways to he cxpectiHl from ll writer of 
ultra-r.iinaiitic' sympathies. But iv«Dia 
Ivlian" is not the only one of Coleridge 8 
poems 1.) awaheii Mr. Symon's entbus- 
lasin. He writes elsewhere m the same

What has bocomc of the chipmunks? 
It seems to mo their numbers are de- 
creasing rapidly. Wheu I was a boy 
the home woods. SAVarmed with them. 
Ill tho same, woods ; now I do not see 
one v/l\crc fifty years ago I saw twenty; 
and in the oak and chestnut woods 
which' now surorund me lliey have dis- 
appeared lliinccounlahly in t'le PH-'^t 
twenty years, lOacli spring tlien? arc 
fi'wer and tQwyi: What is sweeping 
them away? No new enemy has »p- 
pi'arcd thai 1 know of. In niy boy- 
hood they made tlieiiiselves (iiiite a 
nuisance by pulling 'iip the corn near 
Ihe stone wals, and many a .Iiiiie iiiorn- 
iiig my father has sent me with the old 
Mint-lock musket lo shoot tlieiii. soiiie- 
limes loading tlie old gnu witli peas. 
The shooting malehes that used to lake 
place liriy or mure years ago resulted 
destroying Ihoiisaiiils uf them, bill 
Ills hardly adeiiuate lo iiccuuiit for 
their continueil disa iipearance. 

On the other hand, Ihe red sipiirrel, 
according to my observations, is on the 
increase, and I suspect the red squirrel 
is Ihe enemy of the cliipmutik. One <lay 
along the highway I saw a red siinirnd 
iii_ pursuit of one. The (diipiiiiink was 
so" closely prossed that, seeing no other 
moans of escape, it plunged into a pile 
'ot:ihaIf-burnod loaves nud ashes, niid 
was hidden in a twinkling, .The sqiiirrel 
stopped short lit the edge of the ashes, 
looked about lilm tor n monient (I fan- 
cied him saying to lilinsolf, "The little 
cuss, where did he go flo quickly?"), 
and then went on liis way .

Now 'faciii'-' the North (and tunilng 
tlie map upside dowiO. the brilliant 
t-oiistell.'itioiis Cassiopei.i and Persciis 
nre seen, while to the east of the Milky 
AVav, stretching all the way from Per- 
seus to Delphinus. are the ' constella- 



tions Andromeila and Pegasus. 

Andromeda, the nnfortunale (laught- 
er of Ceplieus and Cassiopeia, was 
chained to the rocks in exposure to the 
sen pionster in puiiislinieiit of her 
mother's boast of beauty. Per.sens, her 
rescuer, is represented by a bright con- 
stellation near, aiul as this is surnniinl- 
ed by the star dust of the Milky Way, 
he was characterized as "stirring lip a 
dust in Heaven." Tliis group is de- 
scribed by Kingsley:

THE NEBULA OF ANDROMED.\. 

The observer should not fail to look 
for tho iieliuhi of .Vndroiueila at tlie 
point marked N on the map. Thiii 
with a pair of opera glasses is clearly 
seen as a small oval milky-white pat(;h 
of light. It is even visible to the naked 
eye and was described as early as tho 
tenth century as the littli> eloud. This 
nebula is believed to lie a new and 
enormous sy.item, somewhat similar to 
tlu> solar system in proeess of forma- 
tion. There is a ceiitral condensed nu- 
cleus surrounded by a series of rings 
very like Saturn's ring sy.stom and it 
is believed that all ni: tlie interior part 
will condense into om.' great sun while 
the outer portions will condense into 
smaller suns and linally cool down into 
worlds just as the planets of the solar 
system have done. There is indeed a 
round condensed mass in the border of 
the great nebula which is helicved to 
be a planet whoso birth is even . now 
liegiiining. This stydy of tho begin- 
nings of worlds, during the formation 
of whicli countless ages of lime pass 
away, is one of tho grandest concep- 
tions of astronomy. Hut such knowl- 
edge can be derived with fur greater 
certainty from a conipuritively new 
braucli of astronomy known ns Dou- 
l)le-star .Vstronomy. 

THE DOUBLE STAllS.. 

Many of tho stars of the sky when 
viewed with tlie telescope are seen to be 
not single stars, but two stars very 
«;lose together. They are really two 
inimeiise .snlis which are revolving 
about one another under tho action of 
the force of gravity. Many thousand 
such systems have already been dis- 
covered. A study of the way in which 
these bodies move have leil to many 
most interesting discoveries. It has 
been shown, for example, that the greet 
law of gravity is not peculiiir to tho 
solar system, but that it oi)erates 
Ihroiigliout the wliolt? universe; that 
every particle of matter, even in the 
most remote star, attracts eyery . other 
particle in- exact accordance with this 
law. 

There are niony. thousand clouds of 
nebulous matter in space, all of them 
which are visible to us being many 
inillinns of miles- in diameter. Each 
of these uebulas is ■ certainly slowly 
condeusirig' or shrinking together uu- 



douses; it grows hotter aud hotttr and 



••ilsi) heu'ius to rotate about an axis. ...It 
mav condense into a single sun or, 
if the velocity of its rotation is groat 
enough, it may break into a double 
nebula. In the latter case each part 
will separately form tt star aUd the 
mebula will have become a double star 
system. 

■Vt first; the two stars are intensely 
ho't and in :i plastic I'ondilion so that 
their mutual attractions raise euor- 
mous bodily tides on each of them. 
Tho eflcct of these is to rapidly push 
the two suns farther and farther apart 
and also to change the form of the 
paths wliieh they imrsne about one 
another. At last the contracting suns 
become solid and cold; the tidal action 
ceases and tliere. remain but two dark 
bodies revolving slov.-ly about one an- 
other a great distanee .aportj^^^:?- 

All stages of thid i dcydot)inent are 
visible to us in the sky from' the dou- 
ble nucleus to the old systems which 
are just dying out., In this manner 
also the earth and moon were origin- 
ally developed from a single nebulous 
mass. 

The stars of the map marked II anil 
K ari' double; H ciinnot be seeii with 
a sinnll glass; it is composed of two 
stars revolving about one another in 
twenty-six years. K can be seen with 
a good field glass, and so also can the 
]iairs iiinrke<l Ij anil K. The' former nt 
lhes(> is made up of two stars, one of 
which is golden and the other azure, 
prcseiitiui; perhaps the niii>.^t strikiic-' 
effect of color in the Ihmvcus. Tli" 
latter is ii (pnidruple star, visible as 
a double star to a keen eye oven with- 
out a telescoiie. The star marked I 
is a Iriide star prescniiiig an extra- 
ordinarily fine contrast of colors. V'<- 
malliaiit dnarked Ki. has ri'ciMitly bcei, 
discovered in have a faint <'oniiianiiin. 
but this is only visible in the lai'ge.-'. 
telescopes. 

THE PL.VNin'S. 

Saturn and .Tupiter are both in bet- 
ter position fur observing than list 
niiiiith. Saturn is in liie conste!hilio:i 
f'anricorniis at the point marked S, 
while Jupiter in the early evening is 
low down in the I'>ast tit J. Toward 
midnight this planet has mounted hiiili 
up in the beaviuis and if is then the 
most brilliant star in the sky. 

The position of Uranus Is as shown 
in Sagittarius while Neptune is in the 
conslellatioii Gemini, nearly midway 
between tho stars Nu and Bpsilon. 

'I'he other planets are not in favor- 
aiile position for observation, 

THE TOTAL- SOLAU ECLIPSE. 

On September Olh there will occur 
a total eidipse of the sun, but it will 
only be visible to observers situated in 
a narrow strip of the earth's surfai'c 
extending from the west i-oast of Smith 
America across the vast wastes of tht' 
Pacific. Tlie eclipse will in'giii at seven 
minutes, forty-eight seconds after (> p. 
m., Greenwich time; its duration is only 
two minutes. 

The next solar eclipse visible in the 
United States will not occur until .rune 
8, 101,S; this can be seen along a nar- 
row strip of ground extending from Or- 
egon to Florida. On January, '2i, 1925, 
tho light of. the sun will be blotted out 
tao obserrors in SlaluQ and Canada.

Among very uniiiue bits of North 
I'acilic Coast S(.'enery is Si wash Itoeic, 
guarding the entrance to tho magnifi- 
cent land-locked harbor of Vaucouvor, 
Britisli Columbia. The huge, iblack 
mass rises from rocky shoals a short 
distance off Stanley Park, and is an in- 
teresting as well as impressive sight 
at the end of a day's voyage up tlie 
Straits of Georgia. 

From a near distance Siwasli Uock 
Diitlines tlie figures of two niuflled In- 
dians. The head and shoulders are 
well defined from the lanil side, while 
from tho seaward side the rock pre- 
sents the figure — that of an Indian 
woman. Imme<lialely upon seeing this 
rock every tourist who is equipped witli 
a camera', endeavors to.;8nap it. 

There are two legends concerning the 
rock wliich I picked up one day.,during 
a trip up Capilinio Canyon 'near:.thls 
rock. The first one eoniing from an old, 
toothless siwash iniiii on the reserva- 
tion, is a paraplirase ot the mythical 
tale of love anil constancy and di.'vol'ion 
of Phileinou and Baucis. The rock, my 
informant told nie, embodied tho twain 
spirits ot a trilial leader and his sipiaw, 
wlio, fearing to lie separated in either 
life or death, prayed that the Great 
Spirit should keep them togetlier and 
call Ihein hence at the same time, one 
and inseparable. One night the couple, 
who wore quite aged, disappeared and 
crossed from tlie mainland to the island- 
peninsula. No trace of tliciii m- the can- 
oe they took was ever seen more. But, 
in a uight, the big rock grew up out 
of tho waters oft the coast and the In- 
dians believed, and still do believe, it 
to bo the old couple. 

The other legend is this: One tlin»

in tho very early days- {y;)i>ef pre "The 
Liou.s"— a • sDow-capDcdv's'pqak.ff.iof tho 
grim mountain line .iiorth' of Vancouver 
— had grown as large os they now ari\ 
a ship sailed into the inlet for refuge. 
It carried fair white men, of whom 
there were many and very gallant. They 
made friends ;\vith the Indians and lib- 
erally bestowed presents. The ship re- 
mained here a longtime. The daughter 
of the old chieftain was wooed by a 
gicat warrior of her tribe wlio aspired 
to succeed to the old chiefs place. The 
girl fell iu love with an oHlcer of the 
ship and spiirncM the attentions and 
tributes from a man of her own caste. 
The officer of tho ship votvcd- to take 
tlie trusting Indian maid with' him to a 
beautiful far-away land where she 
would be. a queen indeed decked with 
bright gems. 

The refusal of tho other suitor for 
her hand brought on tribulations ami 
fiu-hting. One night the ship slipped 
«nit to sea in the darkness, and when 
the happy Indian girl arose to find tie.' 
vessel and her lover gone she became 
very misoral)le and despondent. 

She securt'd a boat and rowed nut 
to the rock. With great perseverance 
she climbed up its treacherous side and 
fiiiaUv gained the crest. From the siiin- 
mit the view commands a wide sweep 
of the straits «nd the sen. The Indian 
L'irl, with sinking heart, saw a faint 
dot upon the sea. It was the sliip— the 
death of all her hopes. 

Moaning with despair she sprang 
from the top into the billows threshing 
Indian lover iu search of her tried to 
follow- her to the rock and perished. 
The Indians firmly believe that the 
«nirits of tho departed are seen nightly 
hovering and moaning around the rock; 



imper ial Educ ation 

By J. F. Crowdy^bf Upper Canada College. 
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.Mr. J. F. Crowdy, of Upper Canada 
College. Toronto; Canada, has written 
an article upon this subject in the 
Easter number of Tho College Times, 
wiilch has attracted a considerable 
amount of attention, uolli iu England 
and the Dominion of Canada. 

On May 28th, The Times (liondon. 
England) published the following uiwn 
the subject:— 

IMPERIAL EDUCATION. 

A plan which may be of groat prac- 
ticar value to the Empire and is of par- 
ticular interest to the rising generation 
of lOnglislimeii is formulated in the 
lOaster number of The College Time*;, a 
niaga/.ine publis'lie<l by tho authorities 
of Upi>er Canada College, Toronto. The 
writer, Mr. J. F. Crowdy, who is a 
chissical master of the college and ed- 
itor of tho magazine, is also an old Har- 
row and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
man. Upper Canada College, it may be 
nieiitioned, is the principal college iu the 
Dominion, and has recently celebrated 
the TOth anniversary of its foundation. 
The regular staff includes lu graduates 
of English and Canadian universities 
and additional siwciar instructors, and 
l)oys are prepared for the umvereltips, 
the Royal Military College, ICdngston, 
and for business pursuits. Dr. ParKin, 
until recently appointfed secretary to the 
execiitors of Mr; Cecil Rhodes, was its 
head master. Mr. Crowdy writes as 
follows:— 

"During the past years very many 
Englishmen have been arriving iu this 
country; and the problem has confront- 
ed many ot them of finding, not work 
to do— of tliat tliere is an endless supply 
in tho country— but work that thoy are 
fitted to do. For the farm laborer, tlie 
artisan, the mechanic, there is plenty 
of work and good pay; but for the man 
who is not so lilted by bis attainments 
and training for work of tliis nature, the 
question presents rather a dill'ereut a.s- 
pect. Business, trade, commerce, all 
the occupations wliereliy fortunes or 
competencies are made, are not to be 
learned in a day, and tho Canadian Imsi- 
ness man (aud wiio s'hall blame Inm l<ir 
it:) is not going ,to engage a man or 
;jti, or evtni lour or five and twenty, 
with no business training, when ho can 
get boys of 17 or 18 Who will go in at 
the very beginning iand learn tlio vory 
alphabet of his methods. Such boys are 
more easily moulded to their employers 
manners of doing business, and, while 
having much to learn, have little to un- 
learn. The Englishman, on the other 
iiaml. While willing to turn his hand to 
aiivt'hing, finds it hard naturally, at hve- 
aiill-twenty, to bo contented in a situa- 
tion where his equals are six or seven 
year.s younger, and in tho race ho rarely 
can make up tho ground ho has lost nt 
the start. Now, there is a solution to 
this dilliculty. Canada is, beyond doubt, 
one of the great countries of tho ftiturc. 
There is a vast field of possibilities in 
her undoveloi>ed wealth of resources. Is 
it not woPdh.Uio.-.wlhale of English par- 
ent ■= to educateiWieir sonsj^ or some of 
them, 80 as to' enable' them to r^ap She 
full benefit of these poss-ibilitics? Can- 
ada docs tiot want the detrimental, tlid 
mail who, tmablo to do good at home, is 
'dumped' ou a spot as far from homo 
as may be. In Canada there is an ex- 
cellent system of education, and there 
are sdiools which occupy the same re- 
lative position as do our great English 
public sc-liools. A boy could bo educated 
in England till ho was 14 at ono of the 
IH-eparatory schools (where he can get 
the best of grounding), then come out to 
Canada and enter some good school 
hero, and spend three or four years in 
it. Witli a goo<l gronndi-ng he would go 
far in scholarship, and ho would lay 
the foundation of tho -friendships that 
would be useful in his bllsiIle^^s career. 



Ho would got to know and understand 
his fellows, for Hie would have grown 
up with them, and in tho new country 
he would be starting iu tho race on 
oquiil terms. Even if a boy did not 
wish to make bis career out here, such 
an education would not be without 
value. It would do luiicli to develop the 
Imperial idea. At IS a boy could go 
home and take his university course aud 
readily pick up agaii the threads of his 
life. The summer iliolidays in. Canada 
are long and the cos-t of going to Eng- 
land very .small, and even while otlll. at 
school in Canada, a boy would find it 
(juite easy to keep in touch wth his 
friends at homo. It woidd give to Eug- 
lishmen at liome a knowledge of Can- 
ada, an insight into Canadian thoughts 
and feelings which at present thoy do 
jiot possess; and who can say that much 
benefit to both countries might not re- 
sult V" ■ > 

On June '2nd tho Pall Mall Gazette 
publisiied tho following: 

FOB EXPOBT TO THE COLONIES. 

. A very sensible noto iipoii emig'ratiou 
to Canada comes to us by way of Tho 
College Times, Toronto. Mr. J. F. 
Crowdy, a luu'ster in tho Upper Canada 
!College, . and an old Harrow aud Ti-iu'ty 
man, dwells 'tipou the mistake which. 
Englishmen make of going to tho colo- 
iDies too late in Ufe, when they have to 
adapt tliomselves ,to new conditions after 
their most mallekblc period is over. 
What Mr. Crowdy recommends to Eng- 
lish parents is that tho sons whom they 
intend for Oanatlian life shotdd not have 
(their preparation for it deferred till they 
reach the twenti(-'s, but sliould la; sent 
ov<fr to coiiii>h!te their <xiucatioii in the 
colony from the age, say, of fourteen. 
There are» excelhnit schools in Canada, 
and while little, if anytliing, would be 
sacrificed on the score of general train- 
ing, the "tenderfoot' ■ would be able to 
take up colonial life on .somothing like 
equal terms with those who are to be 
his companions and competitors. Can- 
iida finds a difficulty ia utilisiug: the. 
lOnglish public school boy ou recedviug 
him at the ago of twenty-five, but if she 
can got him ten years younger alio can 
(ill'er him his fair chance of becoming a 
Mount Stephen or a Strat'hcona.

In the titles, as lu 
tlie country distriels, tiie peoiilo .seem 
poor aiid the indigent populiition is 
largo.. Outsido of Belfast one sees_but 
few industries, and in the small towns, 
tliwiigh wJiioh one passes, the people 
*ieeni poverty-stricken and in iniUiy eases 
-vvrctelieil. One notes the coinparativ.o 
uhsenee of large factories einplnyiug 
thousands of men, oC mines, of iron 
wcriis .ai>d textile mills, of large, thriv- 
ing cities with great industrial popula- 
tions. The people themselves seem to 
lack initiative and spirit. 'I'hey seem op- 
Ijrcssod,'4ind, despite a certain occasion- 
al gaiety, there appears to be amongst 
them a spirit of sadness which mani- 
fests itself even in their songs. 

IiHjlaud has suffered, and is still siif- 
foriug, from the evils of the past hun- 
dred imd fifty years. During the eigh 
K'cnth century the lOuglish governiiii'ia 
adopted towards Ireland somewhat tlio 
same poliey that it sought ty adopt to. 
Avurds the American colonies. The in- 
^lastrial develoinneut of the island was 
crushed out b.v the coinnieri.ial iiolicy 
oi England, and the industries of tliO 
country died under the inilueiice of tbo 
ooniiietitiou of its stronger rival. Tin! 
Irish, driven out of industry, were for- 
<!i'd into iigrieulture; ami even here tliey 
lost ground especi;ill.v after the adop- 
tion of free trade which removed . th« 
duties from foreign grain. In the coin- 
pel ition with the gre:it grain-proihiciu;; 
countries of America, Russia and India, 
Irolaml was left far behind, ami th» 
failure ol" tlie potato ero]) .sixty yearn 
ago crushed the last element ot iinpefu!- 
uess out of the iiofjple. The jieasanta 
were ground down between the uppei 
millstone o£ falling prices for their ju-o 
dnee, and the. nether millstone of rising, 
or. at least, stationary rents for their 
l.md.s, and ns each year passed the con 
dition of the population grew stcadilv 
worse. 

., The result was that the Irish were 
SQueezod out of Ireland. Hundreds ol 
thousands died dmiug the famine of 
1846, when the food, for want of whith 
the people were starving, was shipped 
out of the island. Those who could 



sought refuge in Anienon, and dunni; 
the lost sixty years a steady stream of 
emigration Uaa poured out of tho . coun- 
try ' ■ At every census the population has 
decreased.' In 1841 there were almosf 
eight and a quarter millions of inhabi- 
tants' iii the iand. At tho present timo 
there are less than four and a half mil- 
lions. Sixty years ago Ireland had over 
three times tue populatiou ol beotlami. 
iTo-day ita population is less than thai 
of the northern peninsula. Sixty yearj 
ago there were over half as U)auy Irish- 
men as there were Englishmen and 
Welshmen. To-day tho population ol 
Ireland is less than one-seventh of thai 
of Bnglnnd and Wales. There are to- 
ilay in Ireland fewer people by almost 
a million than there were a hundred 
years -ago at the time of the Union. 
; The country naturally shows all the 
deprt^ssing signs of a depletion absolute^.: 
ly unprecedented in tho- hlfetory Of ♦the 
world's misrltious. In these sixty yeara 
over four million Irishmen have left 
their native shores— a populatiou almOsl 
as great os that wliich now remains. 
The Irisli who emigrated were the pick 
of the nation. . It was the men and thtl 
women with initiative, with courage, 
with hopefulness,, who left tho Emerald, 
Isle to seek a new home in America, 
or to begin life anew, under more favor- 
able conditions in England, Scotland, oc 
the British Colonies. It was the young 
people who left, and it is the old peo- 
ple who remain. As a consequence, thu 
birth rate, in Ireland is low. The poopltf 
who -are capable of giving birth are foi 
the most part out of- the country, so 
that for every hundred ■ births among a 
given number of Englishmen or Scotch- 
men there are only about eighty births 
among the same number of Irish. Foi 
the same reason,- viz.: that Ireland k 
ovorburdeiiod with old men iiud old 
women, the- death rate is higher in Ire- 
land than iu Scotland or England. Th<! 
difference between the births and deaths 
leaves but a small margin for any in- 
crease in the population. The marriage 
rate is also low, there being only fivo 
marriages per thousand among the Irish 
population, while there are seven mar- 
riages per thousand in Scotland. Even 
without emigration, it would be diUleull 
for the country tf» keep pp its present 
population. The bad conditions which 
formerly prevailed, however, still con- 
tinue to a considerable extent, and thi; 
emigration and the constant drain on 
the population still go on. 

Perhaps much of the poverty of the 
Irish is due to the fiict that, nr.like Kng- 
liuid. AVales and .Scotland, it has not an j 
industrial but an agrieuUural popuhi- j 
tion. Only one out of every eieveii 
iiiiile.i in I'jiigluiid niid Wales is employ- j 
cd in agrieultiire. whilst in Irelund the 
in-oiiortion is over oiie'in three. Over a 
half of all. the males in England. Wales 
and Scotliind are oniploycvd in industrial 
<.nteTprises, but in Ireland the projior- 
tion is less than one in five. T.'nIiUe 
England -aKid Scotland, Ireland in the 



main is a country without groat cities. 
There are of course, Dublin and liel- 
fast, with,populations over two hundred 
thousand/^aiBh, but with the exception 
of theao^two- pjaccs and ot Cork there 
is no city or t6wn in Ireland with a 
population as great 43 forty thousand. 

There are many other signs of tliu 
poverty of the Irish population, even 
If that poverty were not perfectly ob- 
vious. In the United Jving<loiii there 
is an income tax which ftills on all in- 
comes over .^TfiO, but, although there 
are many inilividnal rich men in Ire- 
land, the income from this source from 
the Emerald Isle is only one twenty- 
second part of that from the whole 
kingdom. In Ireland the railroad traf- 
fic, both as i-egards freight and pas- 
sengers, is very much less than in Eng- 
land or Scotland. Tho number ot letters 
carried, tho number of telegrams seat, 
tho tonnage of shipping, the iiuml>ei 
and size of the factories, tlit! nmonnl 
of coal u.sed, the quantity of imports 
and exports, arc nil very much less than 
they, should, be. in proportion to the pop- 
ulation;!j\'-'^>rSf'- ' 

ThSl^raxation, which in the United 
Kiugdoni ' falls heavily on .the _ pigrcr 
classes of the population, beaifS^wittfEes- 
tremo weight , on Ireland, >wh5ch has "an 
undue proportion of poor people, and 
.while doubtless the amount of wealth in 
the country infireases, the po^vorty of 
the people, as compared with that of 
tho English or the Scotch, is constantly 
and continually increasing. 

When we speak of the Irish as being 
an agricultural nation, we must not con- 
found tlie situation there with that in 
our country. Tin? Irishman who tills 
•the soil is not in the iiositioii of an 
independent farmer holding his hun- 
dred or hundred and fifty acres, but is 
rather a peasant with a ^pri'carii.nis hol- 
ding of a piece ot land small in extent 
and value, and with a rent in exi.<'ss oC 
what the haul should legitimately hear. 
The farms, such as they are. are ex- 
tremely small; over two-thirds of all 
the holdings are less than thirty acres in 
extent, anil almost one out of every 
three f:irms is less thiin ten acres iii 
size. To a ce^'hiiu extent <.o-nper.'Uion 
liMs been introduced, iimong these far- 
iners, but as a rnl(> the poverty of the 
individual and his ignorance of "the gen- 
i-ral comlitions of farming render it 
dillleult for hini to combine. The farms 
are upon the whole ill-keiit, and the 
cnnditions under wlii(.h they, are held 
are such as to discouiage any particu- 
lar thrift or uncommon energy. 

The men engage<l in industry and in 
Iransportntion in Irehuid earn consider- 
abiy less than do their liri'tliren in lOug- 
l.'ind and Scotland, and upon tho whole 
the proportion of unskilled w.orkers In 
Ireland is much larger than in the two 
other countries named, while the pay 
for the same grade of work is less! In 
g<'ncral, it is true to say that tho Irish 
workman^:earpj,bn an averML'c !ih,j,it

trial countries of Eat'land and Scotland. 
The common laborer in EnghuRl, why 
will earn if-t.75 per week iu Northum- 
berland or Durham, or $5.80 iu Lon- 
don, will earn only IpiJ'-io iu Belfast, and 
.$4.10 in Dublin, and about ifa.oO in 
other places ia Ireland. The general 
surface laborer ia mines will earn Ironi 
.fl.Sn to $4.75 in the North of England, 
and would earn about li!2.80 in lip 
porary, , Antrim or Sligo. The spinners 
ill tlie woolen mills who earn .?8.50 in 
Leeds will got but $4.75 iu Ireland. Ten 
vears ago an investigation was made 
into the condition of the railroad em 
ployees in England, Scotland and Lre- 
land, and it was found that while only 
one employee in five hundred -earned less 
than 15s., or $3.75 per week *u ling- 
land, and only onein eighty earned less 
than that' amount in Scotljiud, almost 
a half of air the >allrojia, /employees 
earned ISs.- or less' iu ^Ireland. Tho 
poveti^y of • tho populat^du can also he 
shown by. the' swiy migration of agri- 
cultural worjiem'ffoni Irelaud to Eng- 
land and . Scothin'd. Every year some 
twentyrlivo thousand Irishmen cross tlio 
sea to.earu $1.00 a day during luirvost- 
ing time and then return to their homes, 
■for tho most part • in the county of 
Mayo, Tho ->vages which fail to nttrucL 
KngliMf and Scotch workmen ilias draw 
Ihousdnds of Irishmen over tbo wiitor, 
oven though the savings that can ho 
effected by a trip of this sort arc not 
very considerable. 

Much improvement is looked for In 
the condition Of Ireland ^-om the laud 
laws recently passed by the British gov- 
ernjuent. These laws coutemplata the 
pu?l:haso of tho lau^ from the present 
owners under conditions involving the 
guarantoo of the government, and ou 
terms which are made as favorable as 
possible for the tenant. There is some 
eomiilaint oven under 'tht^e laws of tho 
exhorbitaut prices , demanded by , the 
landlords, but the 'geuerar impression 
upporfrs to .bc that the new Act is tho 
first step towards remedying the griev- 
ous conditidlSJi^ihtler which Ireland has 
suffered fbr 'over (t century. 

Another hopeful sign in the situation 
of Irelniid at the present time is the 
energy with which the working )iniiula- 
tion has entered into tli(> Trades riiloii 
movement. The people are eiulciivorhig 
ti> secure by industrial means what tliey 
formerly .sought to obtain oxclusivelj 
by political action. Tlio optimistic hope 
that all would he well as soon ns Home 
Uule was adiicvii,! has now given phice 
to a reiili/.ntinii of tlie many otli<'r pro- 
blems which beset the Irish worker, Tlio 
Irish Trades Unions are to n oonsider- 
.-iblo extent separately organized, iind 
liy means of their Trades Councils they 
have secured the adherence of the Irisii 
political party to th«'ir plans for the im- 
provement of the working classes. Wlu-ii 
the British workmen have siici.oeded iu 
tdecting n lai-ge niimher of mcmhcra of 
rarlinmeni, they will count, ns in the 
p.ist. upon ilie adheroiire of the Irish 
iMrty ill support of their measures.

The mystery of death Is las insoluble 
as ever, and the light thrown by mod- 
ern research, upon the avenues .that 
lead to it seems to bo lost in tho dark- 
ness of terror. Wo hail each day a 
new discovery, either of the' serum 
which will cure tuberculosis, or of the 
ray which will extirpate a parasite, or 
of tho elixir able to freshen our vital 
powers beyond the drag of aeuility. 
Lately wo have rejoiced because we 
tboughc that cancer, the most fatal of 
all diseases, hjid been at la'st tracked 
to~its source. Blit tlio report of the 
English General Committee of the Can- 
cer Hesearch Fuud throws ua once 
luoro back upon tho mystery. We do 
not know what cancer is, bow it orig- 
inates, how it grows, or how to kill it. 

The coucliisions of this coinmittee, 
composed of tho eminent of British 
physicians and surgeons, U'U, us this: 
cancer is not an infectious uilment, it 
can not be transmitted from one spe- 
cies to anotlie'r, it is not caused by a 
IMirasite, and tlie cell has powers of 
seif-propagation. Why it afflicts one 
person aud not another, we do not 
know. 

'I'lie solo remedy advocated by tho 
surgeons of the coinmittee is imme- 
diate operation. No medicine has the 
slightest ellect. Unee seized upon by 
the disease, the patient has but ouo re- 
course, and that a perilous one, the 
knife. Scrum, riuliuin, the X-ruy, ure 
useless. The cancerous growth is a 
living organism, and it is'uot a question 
of extinguishing u i^)oison in tho blood, 
but of killing a living thing. 

San FranciBco has only lately been 
heralded as the greatest concer place 
iu the United States. This was shown 
by statistics to be false, but the fact 
remains tliat hero is the rendezvous of 
th(' afllieted of a whole coast, and here 
centres the scioiitilie effort to attain a 
saving knowledge of cancers phases. 
We arc assured that it is not infectious, 
and the experience of surgery shows 
that if taken in time it anay be arrest- 
ed. But we ueed something wore than 
this, if suiallpo.x and diphtberui and 
typhoid can be eradicated, why not 
tins most' deadly of allV We are iin- 
patient of anything in this matter but 
success. Wo desire most oarneslly to 
kcow • why when one man irritates a 
certain portion of his body cancer de- 
Tuloiies, while another man uudergoc:! 
fvervthing, and comes out .scut free. 

In" tho absence of positive assurance 
that cancer is a specilic disease, the 
best thing we can do, according to tlie 
committee, is to seek surgical aid. 
TaUiui in -season, tho growth may, be re- 
moved and life saved.. If ■>Ye--,can. not 
ctirry our decimal out to the fifth, fig' 
urt', let us at least approximate rough- 
ly. The wise man and woman will not 
wait too long, say the surgeons who 
li:ive studied the matter. .So we turn 
• gain to the moreiful knife. 

TItiCKS Oli' GLOBK TIlOTTEIiS. 

Who IMay llidu and .Seek With 
With the Customs. 

In the Century Magaziu(>, Mr. O. Jv. 
Davis has an aniiising aud iustructlvu 
article on the >ie\v York custom house 
and the attempts or tlie passengers 
from the great liucrs to convoy their 
possessions safely through: 

As .one_ of the big ocean liners was 
Warping into her dock not long ago,« a 
lady stepped up to a frieud on deck and 

said; 

iiie''''''" ^''^ anything queer about 

"Xo," replied the friend. "Why'" 
'Oh, nothing; oijy I have a silver 
teaset hanging unucr my skirts." 

I hat woman had no intention of 
smuggling. Tiiat is a vile iufraction of 
the law which only the distinctlv crim- 
inal commit. She was merely 'intend- 
ing to "evade the customs." She was 
111 much the same frame of niiml about 
It as the civilian who went with the 
a bed troops ou their famous and profit- 
able march through the Forbidden City 
of 1 ekin. As he drew near the guard 
ou his way, he said- to his companion: 
I wish I didn't have to go so near 
that sentry." 
"WhyV" asked tho other. 
"Because, unless I move witli such 
caution as to give me away, i posi- 
tively clank." 

This is the attitude which most of 
the thousands of men aud women who 
go abroad every year maintain toward 
the law which levies duties on their 
toreign purchases anil toward the cus- 
toms insiiection which tries to enforce 
that law. 

-vttempts to bribe tho inspectors are 
(-oust ant. They are made sometimes by 
pcr.sons in whom such action is greatly 
surprising. Xot loug ago a man very 
prominent in national affairs offered an 
inspector $10. Wealthy people are. con- 
tinually doing that. With tliem it in 
perhaps only a part of the custom of 
tipping all who. perform' any service; 
at least, that is tile charitable view held 
,by the authorities. 

It is a cin-ious fact that the attempts 
ill such smuggling are largely (.oiiliiicd 
to persons Mio travel by certain lim-s 
of steamers. There are lines the pass- 
engers of which rarely give the inspec- 
tors any trouble. Of one line a high 
oUlcinl said: 

"It's hardly worth while to make any 
examination on their piers." . 

This ollicial divides tlie travelers into 
three (-1,-isses: the honest, middle class, 
who bring in comparatively little that 
is dutiable, and who declare that and 
pay the duty without fuss or cuni- 
idaiiit; the dishonest lower class, who 
constantly try to smuggle cheap jew- 
elry and liiiei-y in small aniounts; and 
the shirking upper class, w-ho are the 
worst of the lot and the most dillicult 
to (-ati-h. lie might have added the 
professional smugglers, but they aro 
Hot many. 

Hut by far the greater part of the 
captures on tho piers arc really thi^ 
result of the exercise of tiiat sort of 
sixth sense for such smugglers devel- 
ojicd by the inspectors. When they 
look iiueer they make a personal ex- 
amiiiatioii. It was just that and noth- 
ing more which caught two girls, one 
of whom had a Kiissian salilo nuilt on 
liei- leg and the other a sable boa. It 
was that wlii(-li caught a w-omaii who 
had Slid ostrii-li feathers sewed to her 
peiiicoat. and her husband w-|io had 
ill) watches fastened to his iiiiilervcst. 
It was that ■which detected !i woman 
who had 20 yards ot lace, worth .'jiU,') 
a yard or more, (-oiiccaled ir.iiler lier 
dross. It was tli:il which caught a 
man just (he other d.'iy who had nearly 
ten thousand dollars' worth of dia- 
monds. -in his pockets. It was tuat 
which found tho eight liundred doimrs' 
worth of lace which a woninii had con- 
cealed in a pilloM'. 

The great customs inaehiiipry of the 
port of New York makes liltlc commo- 
tion and runs very smootlily. It is the 
auxiliary engine for collecting the du- 
ties (ui luiggage which attriicts tho at- 
tention of the ]inl)lic. JiCss than one- 
half of one per cent of the duties col- 
leclod every year at New York is paid 
on the bag'„'iige of travelers; but there 
is more fuss over that oiio iiiillioii dol- 
lars than there is about all the other 
one hiinilred and eighty millions paid 
on regular import al ions. 

Mr. Davis concludes his article with 
the following amusing story: 

All travelers are not lacking in scru- 
ple at the custom house, as this anec- 
dote will show: 

Two gentlemen on an noonn liner 
coining into New York harbor after a 
winter abroad, after having made their 
declarations, met on deck. 

' Well, did you make a clean breast 
of ilV" said one. 

"Oil, yes." was the resiioiise. "I 
can't smuggle; you know I'm a iirolec- 
tioiiist. Hut how about you'.' Did you 
det-lare everylhingV" 

"To be sure," said the other, "It 
won't do for me to smuggle; I'm a free 
trader."

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GREAT SALT LAKE 
IS NOW DRYING UP 



Half a Centuiy Will See it Vanish. 



Stntistlcs indicate that Great Salt 
Xak*, -the Dead Soa of America, is 
■doomed— that it is gradiiallj' drying up. 
iTlio opinion now almost universally 
prevails amoiii; scientists that this 
mysteriocs body of water, located at an 
altitude of 4,"J10 feet iihoro sen level 
and a thousand miles inland, and which 
Jias but a sinj^le rival, the Dead Sea 
■of Palestine, is certain within tho 
course of half a oeutury to disappear 
from tho map. tsomo jscieutists, wlio 
liave made a careful study of the fluc- 
tuatious of the lake, even declare that 
if -will ber "driad up within a quarter 
of n century. ^ . 

Various statistics of climatic condi- 
tions, including precipitation recorda, 
4ire complete for Utah back to 1803, 
with scatteriug accoujits for many pre- 
ceding years, and it has been possible 
from these (liita, although the problem 
is fur from beiuK a simple vue, to 
airivo at these an(l other conclusions — 
conclusions so well foiuideil, as shall 
ierein he shown, that the predicted 
•destiny of the lake cannot well be dis- 
BUted. 

The lake Is subject to annual fluctua- 
tions, which, up to the 1st of July of 
each year, give a rise of water level 
usually amouutiug to ulwut twolvo 
inches; after July 1 It., begins to fall; 
and the fall is iaTariaWyfgifeafer than 
the preceding one. We have statistical 
proof that this has been going on for 
tlilrty-flve year.s. lu the meantime, 
liowever, in addition to the lake's an- 
nual fluctuations, there have been wet 
and dry cycles which temporarily affect 
the lake's level to a very great extent. 
During one 'Of these wet cycles the level 
may rise severi'il feet, ImU, like the an- 
nual rises, it uhvays fails to reach tho 
mark set hy the precc^diii),' one. In 
drawing conclusious these facts must 
neccssarilv be taken into eoii.sidoratiou. 

From the close of the year 1880 to 
the close of 11)02, sixteen years, there 
has becu a total fair of eleven and a 
Jialf feet. Wliile this is considered 
alarming, measurements show that tho 
shrinkage has b(jen even more rapid 
during the past three ^-ears than for 
anv other like period in the sixteen, 
the average fall being one foot per 
year— that is, one foot after deducting 
the preceding annual rise. At this ratio 
in forty years the level will bo a cor- 
Tespondini; jiumber oC feet below its 
jtresent standard, which means that 
tho lake bottom will practically bo a 
dry, salt desert. The water in what 
■is known as the north -arm is now a 
little less tliiui ?forty feet deep,'' and 
this is considered .the deepest portion 
of the lake. ' I 

. This is one way of reckoning the 
itiino; until the Great - Salt Lake will 
cease to be. Here irf another: 

Sixteen years ago, in«lSSC, the area of 
the lake's surface was estimated at 
about 2,700 scinnre miles. Taking twen- 
ty feet as the average depth at that 
time, we have l.r)0r>,-i:i;!,(;O0,()(WJ cubic 
feet as the contents of the lake. To- 
day, according ■ to recent surveys, the 
lake has aiU!;area|^J^tll^^2il25,

eleven and a half, the number of feet 
in depth of the water that has disap- 
peared and not lieeu replaced, gives 
ti(;i),778,-l(10,000 cubic feet as the auan- 
tily of water less than what it had six- 
teen years ago; or, leaving S35,0uu.200,- 
OUIJ cubic feet as Ike livlie's present con- 
tents. At this ratio Of decrease in 
quantity in less than .twenty-live years 
the lake wU be waterless. 

To show tho effect of cycle fluctua- 
tions and liov/ tho lake is steadily 
shrinking despite temporary rises, a 
chart Juis been prepared indicating the 
action of the level for the past forty 
years, commencing with 180a. Tho 
level then atood at two feet above the 
zero point. For the four years follow- 
ing the precipitation was very great. 
In consequence of this tho level ■ went 
up at almost the rate of two feet a 
year until 1808, when it stood at thir- 
teen and a half feet above zero— the 
higliest level on record. Then there was 
a turning point, and in the no.^t five 
years tliere was a drop of sevi'ii and a 
half feet. Again there was an increase 
ill the precipitation, and the lake's level 
rose until in 1875 it reached tM clve and 
a half feet above zero. 

It is from this year forward that tho 
real shrinkage of the lake becomea evi- 
dent. A steady decline has been in 
progress since then, and only oncu has 
there been a rise of any conseiiuenco. 
It began in ISSJi and continued until 
1880, wlien the level rogisteri.'d at nine 
feet above zero. Now tlie precipitation 
preceding this rise was only one inch 
less than that which preceded the rise 
of .187."), yet there was a difference of 
three and a half feet in the two water 
levels. 

In 1000 tho greatest fall on record 
was registered, and during the year tho 
level went down nearly four feet., This 
occurred despite the fact that the rain 
chart shows that tho precipitation for 
five years preceding this time was 
above the normal. Tho lake now stood 
at one foot below zero. During 1001 it 
fell only two inches, but again in 1902 
it took another downward leap, reach- 
ing three and a half feet below zero, 
lu Juno of tho past year, 1903,. tho 
.season at which, according to previous 
records, tho level usually stands at the 
iiighest point, it was three feet nine 
inches below zero,, and still falling. Tho 
annual rise this year amounted to 
about one foot, as usual, and yet it is 
more than two feet lower than Jt-.was 
this time last year. The precipitation 
this year, too, has been much greater 
than it was last. ' 

' Such has been the rising and falling 
of Great Salt Lake since the white man 
has become its observer. Its action 
before that time can only he summarily 
told by tho lake's surroundings; and a 
geological investigation of the nine 
mountainous islands within the lake 
and of the higher elevations Inclosing 
it discloses evidence that once the level 
approximated about 000 feet above the 
present surface.
